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A BILL STOLEN OUTRIGHT 


OHEAP TRIOKERY OF ENEMIES 
OF THE ADMINISTRATION. 
4N ATTACK ON THE BUREAU OF 
PRINTING AND ENGRAVING—BUN- 
COMBE WITHOUT STINT. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The Senate gave 
its approval to-day to an excdedingly small 
piece ef demagogic trickery, the motive of 
which was to deprive the Administration of any 
possible popularity which might attach to it on 
the Pacific coast from the settlement of the 
Chinese immigration question. On motion of 
Mr. Stewart of Nevada it laid aside other busi- 
ness and passed a Chinese Restriction bill, which 
was stolen property. It was taken bodily, 
without the change of aword or evenof a 
punctuation mark froma bill introduced into 
the House by friends of the Administration for 
the very purpose of proving that the denuncia- 
tions whieh the Pacific coast delegates had 
hurled against Mr. Bayard’s Chinese treaty 
were groundiess. Senator Stewart ana others 
had declared that the treaty was defective 
in certain respects,and Mr. Sherman, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Foreign Kelations, 
then in the full bloom of his Presidential aspir- 
ations, made haste to accept,their clamor as fact 
and had the treaty amended according to their 
demands, which, by the way, have delayed its 
final ratification up to this time. To show that 
the Senate amendments were unnecessary, Mr. 
Belmont,Chairmaniof the Committee on Foreign 
Affairsfof the House, om April 18 last introduced 
a bill (BH. R. 9,534) which was deliberately 
-framed to carry out the provisions ofjthe treaty 
as originaliy submitted to the Senate. A few 
days later Mr. Morrow of . California introduced 
another bill of a radically distinct character, 
(H. R., 9,613,) and about the same time Senator 
Stewart of Nevada introduced into the Senate a 
bill similar to Mr. Morrow’s. The Belmont and 
Morrow Chinese Restrictien bills were referred 
to the House Committee on Foreign Affairs, which 
unanimously reported back the Belmont bill 
with a slight verbal Ghange, making it take 
effect from and after the ratification of the 
treaty instead of from and after its passage. 
But by the House journal it appears that the 
bill reported was an entirely new bill, and was 
a substitute for the Morrow bill as well as 
the Belmont bill, whev, in point of ‘fact, 
it was tie original Belmont bill with a 
change of 10 or 15 words in a Diil of 
106 printed paves. Inthe Senate the tricker 
Was even more boldfaced. Mr. Stewart's bill 
was referred to the Cemmittee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, of which Mr. Dolph of Oregen is a mem- 
ber. On July 11 Mr. Dolph moved that the 
Stewart Chipese Restriction bill be laid on the 
table, and he reported as an_ entirely orig- 
inal bill, drafted by the Committee on 
Foreign Relations through him, Senate bill 
$3,304, which in every line and letter was stelen 
from the Belmont bill, as a comparison of the 
two measures will show. Mr. Stewart to-day 
cal‘ed up this bill in sucha way as to convey to his 
constituents the impression that it was his own 
Measure, and secured its}passage without even 
a division. Thus a bill origanaily drawn, if not 
in the State Department itself, certainly with 
the active concurrence and approval of State 
Department officials to establish the fact that the 
original Chinese treaty was sufficient without 
any amendmen; when supplemented by legisla- 
tion, has been boldly app-opriated by opponents 
of the Administration to demonstrate, as far as 
they can, a contrary theory. Surely party ex- 
igencies must be very great when such petty 
trickery is resorted to. 








Because Mr. Plumb of Kansas sees fit to leave 
the Capitol for the rest of this week the Army

expenditure. The ground of the Gorman oppo- 
sition is that the Ordnance Board has-not the 
ability or skill necessary to produce the guns 
required for coust defenses. He favors the 
expenditure of money through private concerns, 
It 18 assumed that the people behind this oppo- 
sition are the prominent men who were the 
inspirers of Mr. Tilden’s letter on coast de- 
fense.

The House Committee on Military Affairs, 
of which Mr. Fitch and Gen. Sheridan are 
members, are united in support of the 
Tracy-Cutcheon amendment, and Col. Tracy has 
applied himself dilixently to overcoming o 
position to the committee’s report. If they do 
not succeed the Military. Affairs Commitiee say 
that the blame must be attributed to the men 
who favor the schemes of “ personal interest” 
in opposition to the Ordnance Board of the 
army.

Wheeler in which the bureau work is 
characterized as inmferior,_and the sav- 
ing of “only 11 to 24 per cent.” 
1s sniffed at as of little consequence a8 com- 
pared with the danger incurred by affording to 
counterfeiters greater facility for counterfeit- 
ing. The reusons given as they appear in the 
report are the merest rubbish and nonsense, 
and are pisinly calculated to mislead only those 
persens who are less ignorant about the 
processes and work of the bureau than the com- 
mittee naking the report.

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GEN. @. K. WARREN'S SIATUE. 


UNVEILED YESTERDAY ON THE FIELD OF 
GETTYSBURG. 

GETTYSBURG, Penn., Aug. 8.—To-day has 
been a generous occasion of eulogy and memo- 
rial of Gen. G. K. Warren. On the great boulder 
frenting the crest of Little Round Top, the most 
desirable site for a memorial in the whole field 
of Gettysburg, a superb bronze statue of the” 
dead General has been unveiled, : 

Four hundred people applauded as the Gen- 
eral’s daughter and son tore away the large flag 
that enveloped it. Speeches were made gby 
James B. Fiske, President of the Fifth New- 
York Volunteers Veteran Association, Dur- 
yee Zouaves; Gen. Felix Agnus of Bal- 
timore, tho Rev. H. W. MoKnight, D. D, 
on behalf of the . Gettysburg Me- 
morial Association, and the Rev, C. F. Hull 
of Rahway, N. J. A party of veterans about 
150 strong came from New-York. It was largely 
by Col. A. 8. Marvin’s efforts that the monument 


was made a success. Mrs. Gen. Warren and 
party were distinguished guests of the occa- 
sion. ' 

The statue ocupies the crown of Little Round 
Top, the point at which Gen. Warren discov- 
ered and thwarted the attempt of the enemy to 
turn the left of Meade’s line. Gen. Henry L. 
Abbott, United States Army, describes the 
mancuvres as one of the turning points 
of the supreme battle of the war, and 
but for arren’s prompt acceptance of re- 
sponsibility, Gettysburg might pow be known 
as the grave of the Union. The statue was de- 
signed by Mr. Karl Gerhardt ef Hartford, 
Conn., and was cast by the Henry Bon- 
flard Bronze Company of New-York. It 
is eight feet in height and weighs 
1,500 pounds. Gen. Warren is represented 
in full Major-General’s unform, standing 
upon a rock or boulder, bis right hand grasping 
a field glass, and his left resting on the nilt of 
his sword. His keen eye is searching the hori- 
zon. Itis an admirable piege of work. During 
the .Gettysburg campaign he was Chief of En- 
gineers of the Army of the Potomac. 

{t wasin this engagement that he was sent 
by Gen. Meade on July 2 to look after his army. 
He took his position on Little Round Top, where 
there were no troops. Soon after his arrival 
there a rifle battery fired a shot into the woods 
on the left of the Emmetsburg road, and War- 
ren, describing the event, said: ‘* As the shot 
went through the air the sound reached 
the enemy’s troeps and caused every one to look 
in the direction whence it came. This motion 
revealed to them the glistening bayonets of the 
enemy’s line of battle, which had been already 
formed and far outflanking the position of any 
of our troops, so that the line of advance to 
Littie Round Top was practically unopposed. 

How successful was the advantage gained by 
Warren’s watchfulness history has already re- 
corded and all praise is awarded to him. This 
is the spot where the monumentis lecated. The 
inscription on the rock reads as follows: 

“ Led to this spot by his military sagacity on July 
2, 1863, Gen. Gouveneur Kemble Warren, the Chief 
ot the Engineers of the Army of the Potomac, 
detected Gen. Hood’s flanking movement, and by 
his promptly assuming tlie responsibility of order- 
ing troops to the place, saved the key of the Union 
position. Promoted for gallant services from the 
command of a regiment in 1861, through successive 
grades, to the command of the Second Army 
Corps in 1863, and a assigned 
to the Fifth Army Corps in 1864, Major 
Gen. Warren needs no eulogy. His name is en- 
shrined in the hearts of his countrymen. ‘This 
statue is erected under the auspices of the veteran 
organization of his old regiment, the Fifth New- 
York Volunteers, Duryee Zouaves, in memory of 
their beloved commander.” 





HAILSTORM IN DAKOTA. 

Dx SmeET, Dakota, Aug. 8.—There is no 
computing the loss caused by the hailstorm of 
last Saturday. The track of the storm is fully 
15 miles wide and extends nearly through the 
county. Fully 250 square miles of territory are 
included in its boundaries.

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THE CURSE OF IRELAND 


SALISBURY SAYS IT 18 IR- 
REMEDIABLEH POVERTY. 
POLITICAL TALK.AT THE LORD MAYOR’S 
BANQUET—THE BURIAL OF A COM- 

UNIST RAISES A RIOT. 

Lonpbon, Aug. 8.—The Lord Mayor gave a 
banquet at the Mansion House this evening in 
honor of the Cabinet Ministers. After the ban- 
quet a number of speeches were made. Lord 
George Hamilton, First Lord of the Admiralty. 
said that the oid method of warfare on which 
their ancestors depended was unreliable. If the 
country was to feel a sense of security it would 
be necessary in the future to maintain the navy 
at a high standard. The Right Hon. Edward 
Stanhope, Secretary of State for War, said the 
Government was trying its utmost to impreve 
all the defenses of the country. He hoped the 
people would be aroused to a sense of the neces- 
sity of national defense, and that they would 
not look backward. 

The Lord Mayor, in offering a toast to the 
health of Lord Salisbury, said that the Govern- 
ment did rignt in defending the unity of the 
empire. : 

The Prime Minister, replying, said that the 
Local Government bill nad solved the difficult 
problem of how to govern London without do- 
ing injury to valuable privileges of the country. 
The bill decreased the national debt and in- 
creased the national credit. Regarding Ireland, 
Lord Salisbury said that the great curse of that 
country was poverty. The Government was 
able to do little to diminish poverty or to on- 
rich men, butit could enable men without in- 
terference to enrich themselves. He elaimed 
that the Irish Government had been successful 
in lessening the: tyrap exercised by associa- 
tions over the Irish people, and that it had in- 
creased the sanctity of contracts. If the 
Government of Ireland were administered for a 
few years with the same judgment and firmness 
as now liberty and prosperity would be restored 
to the country. e thought he might, with 
more confidence than ever before, say that the 
object of all the rulers of the world was to 
secure permanent peace. 

As to Egypt, the British Government's ut- 
most expectations had been exceeded, and when 
that country was streng enough to deal with in- 
ternal and external foes, Great ‘Britain would 
gladly be relieved of the burden of occupation. 
Turning to the Balkan question, he ventured to 
hope that the conviction was stealing overj the 
minds of European statesmen that the best 
policy was to leave Bulgaria to herself. He had 
every reason to believe that the present Em- 
peror of Germany was imbued with a deep sense 
of the value of oo to mankind, and especially 
to Germany. othing was wore desirable for 
the peace of the world than that the Russian 
policy should become more and more nearly 
parallel with the policy of Germany. He was 
convinced that the recent interview between 
the Emperor of Russia and the Emperor of Ger- 
many would give strength to Russiain imposing 
a policy of peace. Peace between Russia and 
Germany implied peace in Austria and on 
those shores, the state of which, by reason of 
Englis: maritime interests, must always be a 
matter of deep concern to England. All thatnad 
occurred in Europe recently had made for peace, 
and England’s efforts would always be in the 
same direction. 

The bill providing for a commission to exam- 
ine into the charges made by the Zimes against 
Mr. Parnell and other members of Parliament 
passed its third reading in the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon by a vote of 180 to 64.

MAHONE AND HIS OPPONENTS. 

RICHMOND, Va., Aug. 8.—The Wise-Hous- 
ton faction of the Republican party in this State 
does not seem disposed to surrender to Mahone 
upon the terms he has dictated to them. Ma- 
hone will not show them any quarter and 
now demands that their surrender shall be eom- 
plete. As a matter of courtesy he agreed 
rather ungraciously that the question of elec- 
tors,“which is the one at issue, might be re- 
ferred to the Congressional District Conven- 
tion, as any of those will be under the little 
General’s absolute control.

» Mahone, of course, has no idea of agcepting 
any such terms as those. He claims that the 
National Committee is with him in this 
tight, but whether they are. or not 
be does not, he says, prepose to per- 
mit the Wise rope to play any more 
of their Chicago Convention tricks upon him.

These are, in the regular order of the 
number of the districts: Edmund Burke of De- 
troit, Julius E. Neal of Ann Arbor, Richard 
Kingman of Battle Creek, Joseph W. French of 
Three Rivers, Don J. Leathors of Grand Rapids, 
James M. Turner of Lansing, John. 8. Babcock 
of Sanilac, E. F. Grabill of Greenville, W. N. 
Cummer of Cadillac, D. P. Markey of West 
Branch, and Perry Hannah of Traverse City. 
There was prolonged discussion im the Ninth and 
Eleventh District caucuses and several ballot- 
ings with a good deal of adversity of opinion. 
By common consent Gen. Russell A. Alger will 
be chosen one of the Electors at Large. Ex- 
Senator Thomas W. Ferry is most prominently 
mentioned in connection with the second Elec- 
tor at Large, but it is not certain that he will 
be chosen, although quite probable. 
To-night a large ratification meeting in sup- 
ort of the national ticket, held at the Detruit 
ink, was addressed by half a dozen local 
speakers, headed by Gey. Luce. 





A PENNSYLVANIA DESPERADO. 

Evmira, N. Y., Aug. 8.—Detective Patter- 
son of Montrose, Susquehanna County, Penn., 
arrived in this city to-night, having in custody 
Warren Simpson, a safe smasher, burglar, coun- 
terfeiter, and highwayman, who recently fatally 
stabbed aman at a lumbercamp at Herrick 
Centre, Susquehanna County, Penn. 

Simpson was at the head of a desperate gang 
of five persons and was also in league with the 
most noted “cracksmen” in the country. They 
were a terror to the people of Susquehanna and 
other northern counties of Pennsylvania, and it 
took a great deal of detective work to run them 
down, Three of the quintette were captured, 
tried, and vonvicted some time ago, but Simp- 
somescaped and went.into the depths of the 
Pennsylvania tumber regions, where he was 
sate until a few days ago, when he made a ter- 
rible assault on a lumberman which will prob- 
ably result.in the man’s death. 

Simpson was captured about midnight last 
night a few miles from Blosburg, Tioga County, 
Penn., after a running fusillade between himself 
and Detective Patterson and a posse, and was 
only subdued when death from shotguns stared 
him in the face. Ashot from Simpson’s re- 
volver went through the detective’s coat sleeve, 
grazing the arm. hé desperado was taken to 
Susquehanna County to-night, where he will 
await the result of the lumberman’s injuries 
and answer for that affair and many other 
crimes. 


AN IMPORTANT AID. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Aug. 8.—The deal 
which has been consummated in New-Yerk, by 
which the Central Railroad of Georgia takes the 
entire issue of $1,400,000 of Cincinnati, Selma 
and Mobile Railway bonds, will prove an im- 
portant aid in the settlement of the George 
F. Doughty overissue of Cincinnati, New-Or 
leans and Texas Pacific stock. The vverissue 
amounted to about $3,500,000. The spuri- 
ous stock was hypothecated and the proceeds 
used in the purchase of Cincinnati, Selma and 
Mobile securities. The syndicate of which 
Doughty was the leading spirit took the stock 
and bonds of the Cincinnati, Selma and Mobile, 
expecting that they could work the road into 
the Queen and Crescent system, 
guarantee for the bonds an 
more or less value, 
for the bonds, and were given the 
stock. Doughty’s death soon after the 
purchase of the Cincinnati, Selma and Mobile 
disclosed his overissue. That was seven years 
ago. Doughty’s Administrator has been en- 
deavoring ever since his appointment to sell the 
Cincinnati, Selma and Mobile securities. The

FOR GOVERNOR OF INDIANA 


GEN. HOVEY NOMINATED BY 
THE REPUBLICANS. 

GOV. PORTER WITHDREW ASTER HIS 
NAME HAD BEEN PLACED BEFORE 
THE CONVENTION. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 8.—The Republican 
State Convention held to-day was a most re- 
markable gathering in every respect. Tomlin 
son Hall was crewded to the utmost, and the 
pressure for tickets was as great almost as ata 
national convention. Never since the war was 
seen such a turnout of the Republicans of the 
State. The interest was intensified by the 
indefiniteness of the situatien respecting the 
nomination for Governor. Weeks and months 
ago, at least since the time of the Chicago Con- 
vention, the people of this State had settled 
down to the belief that Gov. Porter would be 
the candidate if he would accept, and that, with 
Gen. Harrison and Gov. Porter as leaders, the 
party would be invincible in the State. Twoor 
three weeks ago Col, Robertson, who was elect 
ed Lieutenant-Governor in 1886, began to pub- 
licly agitate hia claim to the nomination, and 
insisted that Gov. Porter, if he came into the 
campaign at all, would come in on the same 
basia as any other outsider. 

This agitation caused discussion and a num- 
ber of busybodies began to ply Gov. Porter 
with inqviriés and delegations, the purpose be- 
ing te get him to say definitely whether he 
would or would not accept. The only result 
that could be reached was to have the Governor 
say he could not bea candidate and maintain 
his self-respect, but he would not make categor- 
ical reply to the direct question whether he 
would decline if nominated. To some he ex- 


pressed himself so, and then to others he said 
that he should report his position exactly that 
way. inhis interviews there have been ex- 
pressions which led hia supporters, who were at 
least 75 per cent. of the Republicans, to believe 
that he would obey the unanimous call of the 
party. and they worked to secure that condition 
of things. 

Yesterday afternoon the Gevernor came down 
to the Dennison House, and although he was 
pressed hard, he did not define completely or 
mxke more clear his position. Committees from 
the several districta waited upon him last 
night without receiving the definite statement, 
and it was in this chaos that the convention 
assembled this morning. After the Chairman’s: 
speech, and when the platform had been 
adopted, there was nothing but calls for Porter 
interrupting the nomination of Col. Robertson, 
Col. Cumback, and others. Congressman Joln- 
ston, who was for Hovey, secended Porter, 
while the friends of Col. George W. Steele did 
the same thing. There were loud cries for Rob- 
ertson to withdraw, but his representative read 
the following letter, which he said had been 
sent to Porter this morning apd to which no 
reply had been received: 

INDIANAPOLIs, Aug. 8, 1888. 
The Hon. Albert G Porter: 

VERY DEAK SIR: Impressed with the popular de- 
mand for your nomination, and it being asserted 
that my candidacy is a bar to your accepting it, I 
hereby place my withdrawal in your hands to use if 
you have the slightest wish to accept. Yours truly, 

R. 8. ROBERTSON. 

At this juncture Speaker Sayre took tie plat- 
form and said he had been authorized by Gov. 
Porter to speak to the convention. Gov. Porter 
said to him that under no circumstances would 
he accept the numination, and he desired to 
make the statement most positive. Mr. Sayre 
said in closing: ‘*‘ When [ toid him how such a 
statement would be received he told me to beg 
the convention not to place itselr in such a com- 
promising position and him in such an un- 
pleasant predicament as to be compelled to de- 
oline the great honor done him.” 

‘This was a revelation and created a profound 
and conflicting impression. It was felt that 
the situation had been trifled with, and the 
only thing to do was te take areceas and at- 
tempta re-formation of lines. The convention 
adjourned for one-hour and in that time there 
had been sufficient crystallization of sentiment 
to bring about the nomination on tbe first 
ballot. On ‘reassembling, those whose names 
had been’ withdrawn were regularly placed in 
nomination and amid great interest the ballot 

roceeded. It did not take long to show that 

ovey had the call, and when the ballot was 
finished he was within 30 votes of a nomination, 
that number being quickly supplied and the 
choice completed, [ra J. Chase meving to make 
it unanimous, which was done amid the great- 
est enthusiasm. 

The temper of the convention and of the audi- 
ence had completely changed. Speaker after 
speaker declared the party was greater than 
any man, and the wildest scene ever witnessed 
in a State Convention followed the ratification 
of this nomination, which had been so easily 
achieved in the face of what but an hour before 
had appeared an insurmountable difficulty. 

Amid almost equal noise and good feeling Pri- 
vate Ira J. Chase was nominated for Lieutenant- 
Governor and the remainder of the ticket com- 
pleted. The convention adjourned by 6 o'clock, 
although the real work had not been begun 
before 2:30. 

Gen. Hovey is anative I[ndianian. He began 
life on a farm and afterward studied law under 
Judge John Pitcher, was elected Prosecuting 
Attorney and afterward appointed United 
States District Attorney for Indiana. He was 
elected Judge of the Supreme Court on the Dem- 
ocratic tieket 35 years ago. In the First District 
he made a race for Congress in 1858 as an anti- 
slavery Democrat, but was defeated on account 
of the hostility of Buchanan’s Administration. 
He entered the war as a Union solaier in 1861, 
and was appointed Colonel of the Twenty-fourth 
Indiana volunteers and afterward was promoted 
to a Generalship for gallant service in the fleld. 
After the close of the rebellion he was appointed 
by President Grant as Minister to Peru. Since 
returning from that country he has been prac- 
ticing law and attending to his large real estate 
and farming interests, until he was elected Rep- 
resentative to Congress from the First District 
of Indiana, in 1886. This district wis Demo- 
cratic by about 1,500, but he carried it by over 
1,300 majority. Gen. Hovey is now in Wash- 
ington. He was alsoin the Mexican war. The 
— it is believed, will prove very pop- 

ar. ; 

Ira J. Chase was born in Rockport, N. Y., in 
1834. He has been prominently known in [ndi- 
ana of late years because of his race two years 
ago for Congress against Mr. Matson in the 
Fifth District. He made substantial gains over 
the previous Republican vote and gave Mr. 
Matson a close race. He is knewn as & preacher 
and soldier throughout the State. In 1861 he 
enlisted as a private soldier. He served two 
years. In 1867 he began to preaeh in the Uhris- 
tian Church, and he has become very prominent 
everywhere in that denomination. In 1886 he 
was elected Chaplain of the Indiana Department 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. One year 
later he was made Department Commander, and 
Be isat present serving as Department Chap- 


ain. 

The Rebublicans of the State feel that they 
have made a happy escape from what threat- 
ened to be a very serious dilemma. : 

The chief incident of the eonvention was the 
visit of Gen. Harrison, who came in résponse to 
a resolution of invitation. He came with Col 

W. Thompsen, the white-haired veteran, who 
was Chairman of the Committee of Escort. 
Gen. Harrison’s appearance brought from the 
great audience a deafening cheer, and for sev- 

-eral minutes the cheering continued, the dele- 
gates standing and waving flags and handker- 
chiefs as Gen. Harrison was escerted through 
the crowd on the stage to the Chairman’s desk. 
Such a scene as greeted him has probably never 
been witnessed in Indiana. Arter the applause 
had continuea at least five minutes with in- 
creasing uproar came the thundering sound of 
stamping of Teet throughout the hall. Slowly 
the great outburst of enthusiasm subsided and 
the delegation sank into their seats, Then broke 
out cries of ‘* What’a the matter with Harrison?’ 
to which came inevitably the roaring response,

AT SPRECKEL’S MERCY. 


THE GREAT SUGAR KING SQUEEZING 
THE TRUST. 

San Francisco, Aug. 8.—A curious sugar 
war is being carried on by Spreckels’s California 
refinery and the American Company. The latter 
being a local member of the trust, prices go up 
and down every few days inan exceedingly- 
erratic manner. Fiuctuations are a part of the 
battle against. the trust. Some time ago the 
American Refinery changed its rules regarding 
prices that should be charged to purchasers. It 
had always been the custom to sell the sugarat 
figures ruling on the day of delivery and not 
those of the day that the order was given. 
When E L. G. Steele retired from the 
eontro! of the American Company this 
rule was changed. It was provided that 


sugar should be billed at Monday’s prices if 
ordered on Monday and ‘hot according to the 
prices of the day of delivery. This is where the 
opportunity is given for the fight. Both here 
andin the East at the time Claus Spreckels 
eornered the raw sugar market and gouged the 
trust, the refineries were loaded up with orders, 
but they hai little or noraw sugars. He had 
them at his mercy and shoved up prices all 
around while the trust refiners had to fill their 
orders at prices current when they were given. 
In many instances they had to buy raw sugar 
of Spreckels at 644 cents a pound and reiine, and 
sell at the same figures. 

Taking advantage of the situation, Frazer, 
Harrison & ©o., E. C. Knight, Spreckels, and 
outsiders generally gathered in all orders they 
could. As soon as the trust refiners secured 
some raw sugar they commenced to receive 
orders again. Prices, in the meantime, had 
fallen, and they offered to deliver sugar at low 
quotations. This was the signal for Spreckels 
to put up prices once more so as to compel the 
trust to deliver more sugar at aloss. They are 
eompelled to go to him for their supply of the 
Taw article, he having control ef available raw 
sugar. 

This little see-sawing game is likely to be car- 
Tried on as long as there is any chance to worry 
the trust, which will be until it can get some 
sugar from abroad. Since July 30 sugar has ad- 
vanced nearly every day. Granulated sugar is 
714 cents @ pound, with other grades corre- 
sponding. Claus Spreckels gets his raw sugar 
from Manilla for about 4%4 cents a pound, and 
as he has 70,000 tons to be delivered in San 
Francisco and New-York, his ability to squeeze 
the other side is not questioned. 





JOHN TAYLORS FAILURE. 


$250,000; HIS ESTI- 
MATED ASSETS, $350,000. 


TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 8.—The firm of 
Jobn Taylor & Co., the leading pork packers in 
New-Jersey, suspended business to-day. Disas- 
trous speculations on the New-York and Chicago 
Produce Exchanges precipitated the failure. 
The liabilities amount to $250,000, and the firm 
estimate their assets at $350,000. The princi- 
pal creditors are the Bank of Trenton, $50,000; 
Mayor Frank A. McGowan of Trenton, $48,000; 
Ferdinand Roebling, $29,000; Thomas bB. 
Taylor, $21,000; William H. Skrim, 
$6,000; Van Camp & Worthington, $10,000, 
and ex-Congressman John Hart Brewer, 
$5,000. The banks are fully secured, as are 
also Mayor McGewan and other leading credit- 
ors. Ex-State Senator John Taylor, the head of 
the firm, has stripped himself of every dollar to 
protect the creditors. Thomas B. Taylor, his 
brotuer, has received the deed of his beautiful 
State-street residence, and Mr. Roebling the 
Taylor Opera House stock shares for the sum 
due him. The only heavy loser will be Mr. Tay- 
lor himself. His friends, however, have rallied 
around him, and the creditors who meet to- 
morrow will probably arrange matters so that 
he may continue business. 

Mr. Taylor has been prominent politically and 
sociaily as well as in trade, and his failure has 
produced a profouind sensation. He has held 
several important offices beside that of State 
Senator, and has once or twice declined the Re- 
publican nomination for Governor. The Taylor 
Opera House, of which-he is the principal 
owner, is named after him, and he is President 
of the new Inter-State Fair Association. He is 
also heavily interested in the Union Pottery 
Company, which may not be affected by the 
failure. ‘“‘I began business without a dollar 
many years ago,” said Mr. Taylor to-night, “and 
Iam willing to begin again at the bottom of the 
ladder.” eis very popular here, and his euc- 
cessful future is wished for and predicted. 


GOV. GORDON RENOMINATED. 

ATLANTA, Ga, Aug. 8.— The Georgia 
Guberpvatorial Democratic Convention met here 
to-day. Gov. Gordon and all the State House 
officers were renominated by acclamation. Gov. 
Gordon, in accepting the renomination, made 
the “solid Seuth” the text of his remarks. He 
applauded the existenee of the solid South as 
evidencing the fact that the people of the South 
were a unitin favor of good gevernment and 
social order, and further applauded the fact that 
there were other States willing to join hands 
and =r them elect a President pledged to the 
principies of Democracy. The platform adopted 
in reference to national matters dwelt largely 
upon the tariff platform of St. Louis, declaring 
adherence to the platform of 1884 as reaftirmed 
in St. Leuisand explained by the President, who 
brought it up to the requirements of 1888. 

A full set of Electors were piaced in the field, 
headed by the Hon. Thomas C. Watson and Col. 
John T. Graves. 








OOLORED REPUBLICANS REBUFFED. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Aug. 8.—Ex-Congress- 
man John R. Buck presided at the Republican 
eaucus here to-night, held for the election of 
delegates to the Republican State Convention. 
Mayor John G. Root, J. M. Allen, Francis A. 
Pratt, and Senator John R. Hills were chosen. 
Resolutions were adopted presenting ex-Mayor 
Morgan G. Bulkeley as a proper and suitable 
candidate for Governor. The colored Repub- 
licans of the city who asked to be represented 
on the list of delegates were not given a chance 
to present a candidate, although it has been 
known publicly for a week that they were to 
attend the caucus for that purpose.

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IT ALL WENT FOR NAUGHT 


THE ONLY UNOROWNED KIN@ 
DIDN’T COME. 

THE PROPOSED WELCOME BEGINS TO 
WEAR A PICNIC AIR AND PROM~ 
IsKS TO GROW SMALLER WITH AGE. 

Mr. Blame did not arrive from Europe 
yesterday. The fates were kind to Mr. Blaine, 
but they may not be so kind to him to-day. It 
is possible, of course, that the steamship City of 
Now-York may not arrive to-day, but in spite of 
the spick and span newness of her machinery. 
tne prevalence of fog and other reasons thay 
might account for a slow voyage, the steamer, 
barring accidents, must finally arrive in New- 
York, and delay will only postpone, not dispose 
of, the evil day that is in store for him if the 
experience of yesterday is of any value. 

Some of Mr. Blaine’s enthusiastic admirers 
determined some time ago that he should not be 
permitted to return from his tour through Eu- 
rope like an ordinary citizen. They expressed 
a determination to give him such a welcome a3 
an uncrowned King deserved without explain- 
ing what sort of a welcome it was. Their prep- 
arations were madein a mannerthat did not 
favorably impress the general public or such 
persons as possessed a fair amount of executive 
ability. Such an impression was simply 
due, yesterday’s proceedings proved, to 
the ignorance of the general public regard- 
ing the eharacter of the receptions invariably 
tendered to uncrowned Kings. That the affair 
was not of even a more informal character than 
it now promises to be should be credited to the 
thoughtlessness of a number ot Mr. Blaine’s 
personal friends who are members of neither 
the Republican Club of this city nor of the Re- 
publican National League, They wanted to 
welcome Mr. Blaine, and they insisted upon 
domg so when the plaint of impecuniosjty was 
rendered useless by Mr. John H. Starin’s hand- 
some tender of the steamer Sam Sloan for 
the use of the Keception Committee, and whem 
the latter promptly put tickets on the market at 
$2 apiece. 

It was expected that the City ef New-York 
would be sighted off Fire Island yesterday. The 
Reception Committee had announced that the 
steamer Sam Sloan would leave Pier 18 on the 
North River at 11 o’clock, steam down the har- 
bor, and meet the incoming steamship below 
Quarantine, for the purpose of bringing Mr. 
Blaine to this city. The Sam Sloan lay at her 
pier yesterday morning at daylight. She looked 
bright and clean, and carried several American 
flags where they could wave to advantage. At 
@ very early hour the contents of several 
wagons were placed on board. They consisted 
of edibles and drinkables, and some huge blocks 
ofice. A few persons who wore anti-Cleveland 
badges and spoke with a brogue were sitting on 
a stringpiece of the pier when a gentleman who 
wore gloves and was in other respects well 
dressed, walked down the pier and asked an 
officer of the steamer when she would be likely 
to start. The wearers of the anti-Cleveland 
badges calied him a “dude,” not knowing that it 
was William Walter Phelps. Understanding 
that the steamer would not leave before 11 
o’clock, Mr. Phelps left the pier. Shortly after- 
ward a steel engraving of Mr. Blaine, the 
frame covered with smilax and pink paper 
roses, was carried on board. : 

The situation remained peaceful, and it was 
10:30 before any of the notables who were ex- 
pected to participate showed their faces. Sen- 
ator Quay was anxiously looked for, but did not 
come. It wasexplained that he was 80 very 
busy just now that he really could not spare the 
time for the trip. Levi P. Morton, of course, did 
not come. He could hardly ao so after receiv: 
ing a suggestion that it would be as well if he 
remained at nome, The absence ef a host of 
men of national reputation was attributed te 
the exceeding informality of the affair. One 
of the first comers was ex-Judge W. H. Robert- 
son. He could hardly be barred eut,as he bad valid 
for Bluine in three conventions. Stephen B. 
Elxins, the particular friend of Blaine. did not 
appear, and none of the manipulators of the 
reception seemed prepared with an explanation 
of his absence. Gen. Husted soon collided 
with Judge Robertson and the two talked 
politics, seeing nobody for a long time, except 
reporters whom they knew, as tha early arrivals 
consisted mainly of nice young men who will 
vote for the first time in 1888 and who had 
plumped down $2 apiece for the day’s outing. 
Cappa’s Band boarded the steamer at 10:35, and 
kept quiet until after the steamer had left the 
wharf. There were many inquiries for Warner 
Miller, but Mr. Miler was not on board, nor did 
he come on board. 

Not mere than a couple of hundred people 
Were on the steamer at 11 o’clock. Amgug 
these were Ex-United States District Attorney 
Tenney of Brooklyn, Edward W. Bartlett, 
President of the Republican Club, and General- 
issimo Pool. The latter, as soon as he stalked 
on board, called an aide, The aide came. Mr. 
Pool reached into un inside pocket and pulled 
from it a blue silk badge. He handed it te the 
aide. The aide procured a pin and with it fast- 
ened the badge tothe left lapel of Mr. Pool’s 
frock coat. Mr. Pool smoothed the badge lov- 
ingly with his righthandand smiled. Theetlect 
pleased him and he exhibited considerabie 
graciousness. Later on the graciousness disap- 
peared under a succession of rude shtocks, but 
those who claim that Mr. Pooi was uot gracious 
at the start only libel him. 

The crowd on the boat gradualiy increased. 
William Walter Phelps and Whitelaw Red came 
aboard arminarm. Mr. Reid was not the only 
hewspaper man aboard, for he was followed by 
Murat Halstead, Robert P. Porter, Charies Em- 
ory Smith, and E. A. Penniman, the latter of 
Honesdale, Penn. James P. Foster, President 
of the Republican National League, crossed the 
gangplauk on foot just as a dozen retail mer- 
chants began to bawl from the wharf 
‘“Here’s yer Blaine badges and pom- 
poms.” He might have run inio a young 
man on the boat who was selling 
Biaine} club badges at 20 cents apiece. The 
police boat Patrol drew up to the otier side of 
the pier, Capt. Smith announcing that he would 
cast off at the same time as the Sam Sloan. In 
addition to a squad of police the Patroi carried 
Thomas C. Platt, Commissioner McClave, and 
Louis F. Payn. The wharf rapidly filled with 
idliers and ‘‘fakirs,” all of the latter beiu 
heavily supplied with Blaine badges and smal 
feather dusters, 

At the end of the pier lay the tug Pulver. The 
little boat carried a heavy load of bunting and 
a@ small brass cannon. At11:30she carried as 
many members of the Youug Men’s Blaine Club 
ot Chicago as have survived “this racket.” The 
clubmen glanced rather scornfully at the Sam 
Sloan and one of them yelled ‘It’s a cold day 
when Chicago gets left.” A guileless person 
asked why such a yell was ewitted. The 
explanation was prompt. The club had 
come all the way from Chicago to take 
partin the premised monster Blaine demon- 
stration. It naturally desired te go down the 
harbor and meet Mr. Blaine. The idea struck 
Generalissimo Pool as cool, if not quite ridicu- 
lous. The request for tickets was not complied 
with, The club was astonished. Then its choler 
rose and it hired the tug Culver, and thus 1s ac- 
counted for the yell. The club carried an orange 
silk banner, and upon the banner was a bust of 
Blaine. 

The air was full of moisture. The fog was 
almost of the Scotch mist variety. To the av- 
erage mariner there appeared little chance of 
the City of New-York being sighted at Fire Isl- 
and, Joseph Manley of Blaine’s body guard 
tried to see Staten [sland through the murky 
air and threw up the contest. He climbed toe 
the upper deck and there discovered a confab 
between William Walter Phelps, White- 
law Reid, «nd George B. Loring, ex-Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture, three Blaine men, and W. 
H. H, Miller, Gen. Harrison’s law partner, who 
is supposed to be more of a Harrison than a 
Blaine man. They may have been talking of 
Harrison, but if se they had a monopoly of the 
subject, because everywhere else en the boat 
people onty talked of Blaine and the probable or 
possible hour at which the City of. New-York 
might be reached. While men and boys on the 
wharf were crying out ‘Welcome home 

cents,” Presi- 
was holding forth to Guy 
Neble of Vermont, President of the 
Vermont Republican Leagues who is said 
to be built on similar lines. William Shaffer, 
who is proud of his resemblance to Biaine, 
heard the cry and squandered 25 cents. A hor 
ribie rumor that John A. Starin had been re- 
fused a ticket was discovered to be groundless, 
just as a firecracker exploded on the Pulver 
and completely prostrated a number of the 

Chicago clubmen, who were unprepared for it, 

insignificant as it was.

He was mistaken, and while he was 6x- 
plaining fo the roung ticket taker, who hat ap- 
parently never heard of Mr. Carsen, some ene 
on the wharf balled ent: ‘De yeu allow nig- 
gere on that boat?’ The reception very natu- 
rally disgusted Mr. Carson, and he turned to go 
away. e was at once gives a chance te invest 
in some tickets at $2 apiece. He got the tick- 
ets, but felt so disgusted with the treatment to 
Which he had been subjected that he refused to 
go ebourd the Sam Sloan an@ said he weuld tind 
some other wav of meeting his friend Blaine. It 
Was oniy after a good dex: of Goaxing by out- 
siders that he ceuld be induced to become a pas- 
fenger. 

Partly on account ef the unpleasantness, per- 
haps, Mr. Carson received a good deal of atten- 
tion on the trip, and was one of the fateresting 
persovages on board. Peace having been re- 
stored, three Chicago clubmen carried a bine 
silk Blaine banner on board the Sam Sloan. 
It was foltowed ina few minutes by Walker 
Biaine. His presence did not seemingly gener- 
ate any enthusiasm or attract much attention. 
‘Perhaps the same can be said of Col. Elitett F. 
Shepard, but in his case the blame might per- 
\heps be laid at the door of his paper, of which a 
number ef copies had been purchased by passen- 
gera who expected to find more than they dis 
covered in it. 

At 2:25 the Reeeption Committee, Joseph 
Pool, Chairman, Alexander Caldwell, James R. 
Blanchard, E. T. Barsiett, the President ef the 
slub, James W. Hawes, and Joseph Uhiman, de- 
cided that, although no word had been reeeived 
about the City of New-York, the Sam Silean 
might as well run down to Quarantine. The 
hawsers were cast loose anda young man on the 
tug Pulver begged for three cheers fur Blaine. 
Had Mr. Blaine Leard the respomse he would 
have wondered at the ingratitude of republics. 
The day had been calm, even clammy, at the 
wharf. The moment the Sam Sloan's prow was 
pointed toward Staten Island and she shot sea- 
ward the wind rose and like one man the del- 
egation put both hands up and grabbed its hat. 
The wind blew through whiskers fast enough to 
make turned up collars a comfort. 

The Sam Sloan made fair time, but net so fast 
as that of a diminutive steam launch, the Daisy, 
owned by Allen Vhorndike Rice, and attached 
to his yacht, the Lily. The Daisy steamed all 
arourd the big boat aad became an objedd of 
great interest. This interest inereased later in 
the day.

There was an air of ill-coneealed terocity 
about the delegation from Massachusetts as it 
stepped on board, but it grew less marked as 
Jesse Gove—the original Blaine man, as he 
claims to be—anfoided alittle scheme. As the 
scheme worked beautifuily the down Easters 
were observed to smile onee er twice. Thirty- 
six citizens of Massachusetts reached New-York 
with the expectatien that the Blaine Reception 
Committee wouid receive them with open arms. 
They were not personally acquainted with 
the committee. The latter's welcome was 
cool eneugh to chill even a Down Exster, 
and the gentlemen from Massachusetts be- 
esame actually chekec as to their utterance 
on learning that they could havo eight tickets 
and only cight. Tv was explained that three of 
the delegatioa, Jobn A, Campbell, Thomas C. 
Bates, and Dr. Burden, were memwvers of the 
State Committee and a special committee under 
instructions io invite Mr. Blaine to spend a day 
or more at Boston on His way home. The ex- 
planation did not change the attitude of the 
commitiee, and only eight tickets were doled 
eut. Fifteen of the delegation got on beard as 
the original Klaine man borrowed seven tickets 
on beard the steamer and passed them out of a 
window to kis friends. The rest went to Coney 
Island. 

Baltimere was represented by Gen. Adam E. 
King, (who plumes himself upon the claim that 
he was the last wan to vote tor Blaine at the 
Chicago Convention,) W. W. Johnson, President 
of the Blaine Cluo of Baltimore; M. H, Creager, 
Marshal of the club; C. L. Wilson, E. J. Dowell, 
anti O. M, Cummings. 

The band was stationed on the upper deck, 
and when it played the inusie was blown away 
north. Many of the passengers were unaware 
of the faci that there was a band on board 
until the steamer arrived at Quarantine. Trere 
the tug Arehie Crossman was found. It con- 
tained the Eighteenth Ward Republican Ciub of 
Breoklyn. There, too, was the tug Pulver, with 
the Chicage contingent. Passing Quarantine 
at the time was fhe ferryboat Kill Von Kall, 
which eontained a numerous company. This 
apparentiy constituted the ‘fiotilla’ that was 
to electrify Mr. Blaine, Two customs officers 
had been taken aboard in the city. At Quaran- 
tine a healt oicer, one of Dr. Smith’s deputies, 
was taken on. After a stay at (Querantine 
which lasted long enough to enable some of the 
distinguished statesmen to throw seme coppers 
in the air that the boys of the place might mas- 
gsacre each otherin their attempts at capture, 
the Sam Slean blew three blasts at the Patrol 
and Pulver and at 3:35 shot out to sea. 

Patrick Ford introduced Father Kelly of Buf-

Stephen Roach It gradually became nvised 
about the Sam S!oan that the party was to dino 
on Mr. Rice’s yaeht, and thut the Sam Sloan 
would be expected to steam up and down the 
Bay uutil dinver was atan ena, The story tilled 
manyot the passengers with gleom, others with 
@ desire for vengeance, and everybody with a 
len cing for “ grub.” 

The sun was kind, the waves ran just high 
enough, and the breeze was invigorating. 
Everything was suggestive of am appetizing 
meal and all hands weregferociously hungry, 
wheu word flew fore and aft that lunch was 
obtainable and without cost. A desperate rush 
Was e for the scene of operations,.and in a 
moment the American hex was in his elc- 
inent. When he had finished, the people 
had a charmce to secure a sendwich, a 
brick of ice cream, some lemonade or 
Bome coffee, or beth. The eatables in 
sight vanished in a_ triee. They were 
furnished by Mazetti and were good, so far as 
they went, but it was the general impression 
that more sandwiches and less ice creain Would 
have been aceeptabiso. Loud demands for some- 
thing more biting than ginger ale met with no 
response, and it was darkiy hinted by some of 
Mazetti's men that Mazetti would have none of

Immediately after the disappearance of the 
lunsh a committee of clubmen waited upon Mr.

Then the visiting delegates began to boil over 
with politieal enthusiasiz and to illustrate in 
striking manner the advautages of war taxes 
and free whisky over the Democratic 
idea by pinning end pasting badges, 
posters, “hand Dille, and  pietures all 
over theimselves wherever’ they eould 
be made to stiek and thus decorated, to march 
ina rail-fence line through the hotel corridors 
and out upon tite streets, dodging the police 
and hurraling for Blaine when the blue coats 
were out of sight. The shower that came dewn 
at 9:30 dispersed the crowd about the stand 
opposite Madisun-square, but added to the 
swoltering massés that thronged the hotels. 

Atthe Republican National Executive Com- 
mittee Headquarters everything was quiet. 
Everybody that could get away had gone down 
to receive Mr. Blaine on the Sam Sloan, Chair- 
man Quay, who had gone to Philadelphia Tues- 
day night, returned at 4:30, paid a flying 
visit to headquarters, and then vanished 
again. The rooms of the Republican Club 
were practically deserted, thé greater part of 
the mempners having gone down the Bay on the 
Sam Sloan. While they were drifting around 
on the water a few of their brothers who were 
unable te get away from business during the 
day, drifted into the elub reems to languidly 
inquireifanything had been heard of the City¥ 
of New-York, and smoke a efgar while they 
waited. They soon got tired and went off in 
search of something more exciting. 

At the headquarters of the Blaine Reception 
Committes in West Twenty-fifth-street every- 
thing, on the contrary, was bustle and confusion 
all day long. Gen. Joseph C. JacKson, John W. 
Jucobus, and Gen. Heury A. Barnum worked 
like beavers all day long making the tinal prep- 
arations for the parade, Which at the last mo- 
ment it was said by Gen. Barnum would take 
place according to programme, whether James 
G. Blaine arrived or not. Gen. Barnum said he 
confidently expected 30,000 men in line, and if 
every elub that bad reported ‘‘showed up” in 
the strength claimed for it there would be 
40,000 in the line of march. 

As the programme has been finally coneluded 
and adopted thea head of the column, consisting 
of the Grand Marshal and stall, band, and 
plateoa of mounted police will form in Fifih 
avenue, at and below Fifty-ninth-street, at 7:80 
P. M. he parading column will. march down 
Fifta-avenus aud will not break ranks until 
Fourteenth-street is passed. At Twenty-fourth- 
street the h6nors of a marching salute will be 
paid te the Hon. James G. Blaine, 
who will review the column from 
the grand stand erected at that place. 
The Repnblican Club of the City ef New-York 
wiil formin Fifth-avenue, right resting at Fifty- 
ninth-street, and will immediately follow the 
Grand Marshal and stati, and at the reviewing 
stand will form on tho East side of Fifth-ave- 
nue, and there remain throughout the parade as 
a ‘guard of hover.” The organiza- 
tions participating in the parade will 
ferm in the streets east aud west from 
Fifth-avenne, the right of divisions 
resting on Fifth-avenue. So soon asthe right 
of each division is uncovered by the marching 
column it will wheel into Fifth-avenue and fol- 
low at division distanve. The head of‘ the col- 
umn will move promptly at 8 o’clock, aml or- 
ganizations which may be late at their places 
will remain in their streets and follow the suc- 
ceeding division. Statft officers will be detailed 
to guide such belated commands. 

At the head of the column there will bea 
plaioon of mounted police, followed by Cappa’s 
full band. Then will come the Grand Marshal, 
Gen. Joseph C. Jackson; Assistant Grand Mar- 
shal Col. John W. Javobus, Gen. Henry A. Bar- 
num, Chief of Staff. and Special Aides Oliver 
Sumner Teall, Col. Charles A, Wells, and Col. 8. 
V. R. Cruger, all meéunted. Following these 
will come the Grand Marshal's staff, consisting 
of 200 mounted aides, and then the Pioneer 
Corps of the Ninth Ward, under Gen. George 
W. Hibbard. Then follows a listof 253 clubs 
from all over the conntry, formed in 35 
divisions, with an average of two bands toa 
division. Inthe tirat 15 divisions the clubs are 
mainly from neighboring and distant States and 
C1L16s. 

The Brooklyn contingent will consist of about 
8.000 men under Grand Marshal John W. 
Janes. His assistants wiil be Col. H. W. Michel 
of the Fourteenth Kegiment and 8. G. Patter- 
son, Among the 200 0dd aides will be meat of 
the prominent Republicans in the city. Boats 
to earry the Eastern District associations to 
thia vity will leave the foot of Broadway at 8 
o’elock, and those for the accommodation of 
the. Western District will leave the feot of 
Fulton-street at the same hour. 

The tifth division wili be made up entirely of 
New-Jersey clubs under command of John Ram- 
say, Marshal. 

The entire police foree will be on duty from 6 
o’clock In the evening until the ceremonies are 
over and the crowd dispersed. <A large torce of 
police will be employed along the route of the 
parade from [fifty-ninth-street down to 
Washington-square, and 250 men will 
be concentrated about the reviewing 
stand at the Worth Monument, where 
it 1s expected an immense crowd will asseinble. 
The entire force of detectives will be scattered 
alenys the route to look out for and arrest pick- 
pockets. Acting Superintendent Byrnes desires 
to warn heuseholders. to look carefully after 
their premises on the nightof the parado, as the 
usual police patrol will be necessarily woaak- 
ened, and greaté care should be exercised by 
residents in looking after their property.

CONVICTED AT LAST. 

Cotumsia, 8. C., Aug. 8.—The body of 
Jacob Burt, an elderly colored deaf-mute, was 
found Dec. 9, 1887, buried in a potato patch 
near his house, in Edgefield County, with the 
skull crushed in. Cireumstances pointed to 
Loutsa Burt, the murdered man’s wife; the 
dauchter, Chaney, 15 yeara old, and Ephraim 
Mays, as the guilty parties, and they were ac- 
eordingly arrested. Upon this trial the jury 
failed to acree, owing to the fact that the State 
ond produced circumstantial evidence against 
them. 

The second trial took place in the Edgefield 
Court of General Sessions yesterday, when 
the State’s case against the prisoners was 
made conelusive by the voluntary confession of 
Chaney Burt, which was to the effect that Dan 
Graham knocked her fatherin the head with a 
baseball bat and killed hi:sn while he was usleep, 
and that Ephriam Mays and Loutsa Dana were 
present and ucquiesced in the murder, picked 
the victim up, carried him abeut 10 yards from 
the house, and buried him in the potato patch, 
where the body was found a few days later by 
the people of the neighborheod, 

The jury rendered a verdictof guilty. Ephraim 
Mays and Louisa and Chaney Burt were there- 
upon sentenced to be hanged Sept. 28.. Dan 
Graham disappeared immediately after the 
murder and has never been arreated. Chaney 
Burt is enceinte and for this reason it is likely 
that a-brief respite will be granted in her case.

meeting. Mr. Hoyt is a jeweler and the burglars 
secured some Waluable booty. Mrs. Willis 8. 
Crofut’s house was broken into and Mrs. Crofut 
awakened. Her husband went down stairs 
with a hammer and carving knife in his hands, 
but the burglars fled. An attempt was mada te 
enter the residence of Prof. J. H. Waud by way 
of the front parlor windows. Prof, Waud 
epened tire with a large navy revolver, and 
drove away the robbers. The Rev. Dr. Seward’s 
house on the hill was entered and ransacked 
while the reverend gentleman was asleep. A 
small sum of money was taken. The house ef 
George Bogardus and the residence of George 
Saunders were also entered. and money taken. 
Two men have been arrested on suspieion. 
One named Enright has not vet had a hearing; 
the other, Amos Jenkins, was arrested on suspi- 
eion, because of his eccentric actions. it seems 
Mr. Jenkins has been living at the Stamferd 
House for a few weeks and has condueted him- 
self in a moat remarkable manner. No one 
knew from whence he came or what bis busi- 
ness was. He has been going up and down to 
New-York every day. The detectives decided to 
arrest him and made him give an aecount of 
himeelf. Mr. Jenkins took the matter very 
coolly and gave his captors to understand that 
he had eome from the far West, that he had 
been arrested ont there by a vigilance commit- 
tee and given his choice between being lynched 
or coming to Stamford and commuting on the 
New-York and New-Haven Railroad fer one 
year. He said he wished te Heaven he had 
chosen to be lynched. Phe detectives are 
keeping a sharp watch over sr. Jenkins and 
shadowing his movements. He will give them 
no other account of himself, and they are baffled 
by his cool demeanor. A number of similar 
burglaries have also occurred in Norwalk, Conn. 





THERDB MAY BE AMERIOAN FORESTERS. 

The Ancient Order of Foresters of this 
country, unless the ruling board, tne High 
Court of Foresters of England, rescinds its de- 
termination, is contemplating a split from the 
parent organization ané the formation of an in- 
dependent order of American Foresters. The 


cause of this feeling is the recent aetion of the 
English Court in suspending the Subsidiary 
High Court of Chicago and all the misor 
courts until they comply with the rule admit 
ting colored members,- The trouble arose in 
1880, when a colored delegate from New Light 
Court in New-Orleans aitempted te take part 
in the proceedings of a convention of the order 
in this city, and was excluded on the ground 
that the laws of the order distinctly limited 
membership to white males. Later, a Boston 
court initiated a colored man. These are be- 
lieved to be about all the courts that favor the 
innovation. The order’s reason for excluding 
colored men is that the mortality among that 
race would soon exhaust the endowment fund 


' by the call for the payment of death benefits. 


Another reasun for discontent with the parent 
organization is its attempt te impose on the 
American braneh a high rate of dues. The dues 
here are 75 eents a month. The English sched- 
ule would make a man more than 40 years old 
pay $17 a yeardues. The next regular conven- 
tion ef the order will be held a year from now, 
but a spectal one may be convened if the pres- 
ent controversy is thought important enough. 
The order numbers 45,000 in this country.

DEATH OF A SOUTHERN WOMAN WHO 


HAD A HISTORY. 

MemMpuis, Tewn., Ang. 8.—Mrs. Fanny 
Ada Seott, a woman With a history, was found 
dead if her foom in # Boarding house this morn- 
ing.

“ fomebody’s Darling.” ® 

er first husband was Augustus A. Fowlkes 
of New-Orleans, from whom she was divorced 
in? 1867. Three years later she married Gen. 
Thowas M. Scott, who commanded the Twelfth 
Louisiana Regiment during the war. Hs 
died three years later. Among Mrs. 
Scott’s effects were fonnd a number 
of otters from persons of distinction in 
the Confederacy, including Jefferson Davis and 
Joseph E. Jehnston. It appears that Mise 
Sparks must Kave been a Confederate apy, as 
mention is made of her being imprisoned by the 
Federals in Vicksburg and New-Orleans during 
the war. Some time before her death she told an 
acquaintance that she had papers of creat his- 
torical value which she proposed selling to the 
Government, but during her absence from home 
one day this person stole the documents, and 
Mrs. Seott could net recover them. 

From what she let fall in conversation these 
papérs wonld throw a light on some of the dark 
passages of the war in the West, and deeply 
conoern leading commanders on both sides.

The Spanish 
seronaut, Capt. Martinez, who was to have 
made an asceit last Saturday, had chosen 6:30 
o’clock as the liour for ascension, aud when the 
wind had gone down somewhat the balloon was 
inflated with the heat from five galions of alco- 
hol and about aquarter of a cora of wood, 
and then the Captain gave the signal for its 
release. The ropes were quickly loosened, the 
balloon rising so rapidly that the agile acronaut 
had barely time te catch the rings, which were 
attached to ropes from the balloon. The wind, 
which was blowing smartly frem the southeast, 
carried the balloon swiftly out of sight, and 
various coujectures were made by those present 
as to its probaple point of landing, fear also be- 
ing expressed about the injury the Gaptain micht 
receive in the descent. All doubts were shortly 
dispelled, for in the course of an hour a wagon 
sent by Mr. Starin in the direction taken by 
the balloon returned with the aeronaut 
seemingly none the worse for his trip 
into cloudland. The journey lasted about 12 
minutes, the distamce covered being about three 
miles.

The selection of John D, Frazer by the 
Jersey City Board of Aldermen Tuesday evening 
to succeed John Edelstein in the Board of Fi- 
nance next Apfil was the one thing talked of by 
the Jersey City politicians yesterday. There had 
been three candidates for the position. One of 
these was Assemblyman William ©. Heppen- 
heimer, the second Henry Lembeck. Capt. 
Frazer was pushed by many Republicans and 
some of the better class of Democrats. But 
Sheriff Davis and his friends were bitterly op- 
posed to him. Frazer is a Democrat, but had 
won Davis’s foro eee by opposing him when 
he ran for Sheriff last Autumn. The most con- 
spicnous advocate for the finance appointment 
whom Frazer had was City Controller Samuel D. 
Dickinson. As Speaker of the last Assembly, 
Mr. Dickinson promoted the passage of the 
High License act.

80 much prog- 
ress, indeed, was made by the represent- 
atives of the two companiss toward an equitabie 
and satisfactory settlement that in tho evening, 
when President Adams left the city, it was be- 
lHeved by his friends that a complete settlement 
would be ready for announcement within the 
next few days. Itis known that when the two 
Presidents parted their manner showed olearly

St. Pauvr, Minn., Aug. 8.—A very im- 
portant meeting of railroad representatives was 
held yesterday at the Omaha general ofiices, all 
the lines leading eaat from St. Paul, either by 
way of Chicago, Sault Ste. Marie, or Duluth, be- 
ing represented. The subject under considera- 
tion was one in which the jobbing interests of 
the twin cities is espacially interested, At a 
meeting of the General Managers of the Chi- 
cago lines two weeks ago a committee was ap-

It is well known 
Bhat he as always kept clear of any combina 
tions with the Chicago lines, although he hag 
been urged many timea by the representatives to 
jein with them. During this time the low rates 
offered »y his line in the season of naviga- 
tion have been the one resource of the 
jobbing interests of the twin cities, At the last 
annual meeting ef the St. Paul and Duluth 
steckholders, however, the foru.er management 
Was overthrown, R. 8S. Hayes of New-York 
being elected President, while W. H. Rhown of 
Philadelphia, who had heretofore been the finan- 
cial head, taking only the title ot Vice-Prrsident, 
Mr. Fisher having been President and General 
Manager. Mr. Fisher consented to remain with 
the road as General Manager under the new 
‘régime. and was alse made Viee President. 

It was one of the interesting questions 
whether he would still be ailowed te dictate the 
policy of the road, and as faras the public 1s 
eoncerned that is still the question.

OUTLINES OF THE ADDRESS OF MASTER 
WORKMAN LEWIS. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 8.—The third 
apnual meeting of the Coal Miners and Mine 
Laborers’ National District Assembly began 
here today. Twenty-two States and two ‘Terri- 
tories are represented, The day was devotedto 
the reeeption of reperts. Thomas W. Davis, 
statistician, reported that 273,000 persons are 
employed in coal mining in this country, and he 
submitted a table of wages paid in different 
States. W. T. Lewis of Shawnee, National Dis- 
trict Master Workman, delivered his annual ad- 
dress. Among ether things, he said that de- 
nuneciation of capital or capitalists can 
never be made the basis of suc- 


cessful labor organization. A study of 
the causes that have driven capital 
into combinations and an exposition of the 
business principles involved in these unions of 
capital will go far toward uniting labor on a 
seid and enduring basis, ‘A labor organiza- 
tion’s placeis not,” he said, “inthe moral or 
sentimental field. It isa business institution. 
We have todo with buying and selling. Our 
labor is our commodity, Through tae medium 
of their coal association the operators of the 
East and West advance the price of coal 25 or 
50 cents aton. That is business, and the fact is 
quoted as ap evdience that the market 
is in -good cendition. The miners through 
their organization advance the price of 
labor 5 or 10 cents a ion, and if they reiuse to 
sel! it for less 1t isa strike. Last month the 
cova) pool struck the consumer ter 25 cents 
advance, and struck the miner for 6 cents re- 
duction. If the miner is to be educated out of 
suriking, What is to be dene with the operator?” 
Mr. Lewis recommended a_conterence of 
anthracite and bitumineus coal miners before 
the joint meeting of miners and operaters. He 
also recommended establishing a nine-hour 
working day, beginning Sept. 1, 1889, and an 
eight-hour day, beginning Sept. 1, 1890. 


WEAK POINT OF THE SCHEME. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8,—The case recently 
decided by Mr. Justice Harlan at Baltimore, 
arising under the postal laws, is exciting much 
interest, ard to-day the epinion, which was an 
oral one, Wa. written out by the Justice. . Its 
main points are as follows: Certain inspectors 
caused a postal officer to put a decoy letter, con- 
taining money, and which they addressed to an 
actual resident of SBaltimere, with the 
letters usually put on the dumping table 
in the Post Office in that city. They 
had previously arranged with the Post 
master that the letter, if it passed the backing 
and canceling tables and reached the carriers’ 
reem or division, should net be delivered to 
the carriers fer delivery to the person addressed, 
but to the inspectors, This 1etter never reached 
the carriers’ division, and it was eharged Lo have 
beer saken by the accused while werking at the 
backing table. Hoe was indicted usder the firat 
olause of section 5,465, for secreting, embez- 
zling, and destroying this decoy letter, which, it 
Was alleged, was intended to be conveyed by 
mail. He was alse indicted under the second 
clause of the same section for stealing the money 
out of the letter. On tho last indictment he was 
acquitted apé convicted on the first. 

Mr. Justice Harlan, while saying that decoy 
letters could be legally and preperly used to de- 
tect posial thieves, hela thata letter which tho 
inspectors and Postmaster deliberately con- 
trived should not be delivered to a garrier, or to 
the person addressed, or to the latter's agent, 
Was Lol, within the meaning of the statute, a 
letter ‘‘intendead to be conveyed by mail.” He 
said that the question was a close one, but his 
better judgment favored the cofstruction just 
stated as most likely to give eflect to the pur- 
pose ef Congiagss. he instructions at the trial 
in the District Court being regarded as incon- 
sistent with this view, the judgment was re- 
versed and @ new trial ordered.

A STATEMENT BY THE SECRETARY OF THE

PITTSBURG, Aug. 8.—J. Buchanan, Secre-

The demand for this 
new fuel is so great that a vast number olf tauks 
will be required to hold it previous to its 
being shipped by pive line and rail to the 
numerous manufacturing establishments whieh 
have adopted the oil us fuel In some instances 
the Standard has made 10-year fuel contracts 
at 15 eeptsa barrel. Itis ready te make more, 
and apy number of 5-year contracts have 
been iade, and the oil is now being 
sent to the consumers. This does not 
look as if there was any possibility of the certi- 
ficate oii prophecy being fulfilled. Other 
producers have asserted that the ojl is refined 
avd made equally as gvod an illuminant as 
Pennsylvania oils These wiseacres say the 
Standard is refining Ohio oil new, and will 
not use it for fuel. The company named has 
tried every method under the sun to refine that 
oil, and has net succeeded, nor are the prespects 
of suecess any brighter than they were at first. 
When thé companystirst begam purchasing Objo oil 
from our company and others it built a large re- 
finery at Lima, expecting that the product 
could be made a fit lluminant. The refinery ig 
now cleged down and has scarcely been 
in operation sinese it was built. This ig 
because the discovery was made that Lima oil 
Was only lit for fuel purpeses. It was theu set- 
tled beyond doubt that it would be much cheap- 
er to purehase the crude product of Pennsyl- 
vania for refining purposes. Arrangements 
were then made to seil the products for fuel 
purposes only. 

“The branch of the Standard whieh buys up all 
the preduction in that field is known as the 
Buckeye Pipe Line Company, It is, properly 
spexking, the fuel division of the National 
Transit Company. Its agents are instructed 
to seil oil for fuel purposes alone. ‘The 
price is 15 cents per barrel for large 
or long eontracts. This product is sold as far 
East us Springfield, Mass., and is shipped te 
nearly all points in the West. The larger 
the contrast the better, is the metto ef 
the company. These surface indications 
show plainly that Lima will never be 
a certificate oll, bub there is no prospect of inak- 
ing itilluminant. Within the next year Ohio 
oil will ceme into almost universal use for 
fuel. That is outside of the districts 
where natural gas is used. It makes a 
hotter fire and is cheaper than opal and will 
give natural gasa lively hustie on both these 
qualities. It ean also be shipped and handled 
more cheaply than coal and is bound to sup- 
plant that mineral in many places.” 

Capt, J. J. Vandergrift, when asked about the 
precess for refining Ohio oil, and whether one 
had been discussed, said: “T. J. Vandergrift 
sayshe hasone. He may, but itis a cestly oue, 
and would not reduce the present price 
of. retined oil Very much.

Though every obstacle was removed from 
the way of ex-Gov. PORTER if he had chosen 
to accept the nomination of yesterday’s 
convention for Governor of Indiana, he pos- 
itively declined. So strong was the feeling 
in favor of nominating him that the names 
of other aspirants wére withdrawn and 
even Liett.-Gov. ROBERTSON had formally 
offered to withdraw if .the ex-Governor 
would signify a willingness to accept. The 
scruple which he had expressed about run- 
ning after his declaration that he would 
not be a candidate, because others had been 
induced to come forward, was thusremoved. 
But he still refused, positively stating that 
he would not acceptif nominated. Itis fully 
understood that the well-nigh unanimous 
demand of the Republicans of Indiana for 
PORTER as a candidate for Governor was 
due to their belief that it would strengthen 
HARRISON'S chances in the State, and that 
they needed it. PorTER is popular and 
commands general confidence, which can- 
not be said of HARRISON, especiaily among 
the workingmen of Indiana. Everything 
points to the inference that PORTER’s un- 
willingness to be a candidate was due toa 
regard for his own position in the State. 
He could not carry HARRISON through, and 
he had no desire to go down with him. 
There was a great show of enthusiasm over 
the nomination of Congressman Hovey, 
butif he has special elements of strength 
they have not been revealed. 








We offer our heartfelt sympathy to Presi- 
dent Foster, Chairman Poot, Grand Mar- 
shal JaCKSON, and Mr, ALBERT DAGGETT, 
and to the faithful legions who spent many 
tedious hours yesterday in impatient ex- 
pectancy of the arrival of their uncrowned 
King. Mr. DAGGETT, in particular, had hard 
luck. He was.in charge of Mr. Wiman’s 
great ferryboat, the Robert Garrett, with 
some two hundred ardent Blaine souls on 
board out of the three thousand for whom 
accommodations had been provided, but an 
impudent and seditious tug disabled the 
Garrett and quite early put her out of con- 
dition to join in the ceremonies of welcome. 
As for-the rest, they will be none the worse 
for yesterday’s disappointment. Their 
enthusiasm will keep, and the Great- 
est Statesman of his time will 
be none the less useful in the 
campaign on account of this delay. 
The campaign, in fact, is waiting. for Mr. 
BLAINE, and will not move on without 
him. But we beg to remind the Blaine 
leaguers and others that Mr. BENJAMIN 
HARRISON of Indianapolis is still in this 
country. 











The Mayor has decided to sign the or- 
dinance requiring the Twenty-third-Street 
Railroad Company to provide conductors 
for its cars. With a consideration that the 
company is not at all entitled to claim, Mr, 
Hewrrr has notified the company that he 
will defer the actual signature in order to 
give them time to make the change which 
he thinks could not be reasonably expected 
within ten days. No fault can be found 
with this-action on the part of the Mayor, 
but we have no doubt that the company 
could easily make the change within 
the time mentioned. What is most 
likely to happen, however, is that 
the company will resist the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance by every means that 
ingenious lawyers, at good pay, can devise, 
That has been its spirit up to the present 
time, and there is not much hope that it 
‘will be changed. Only yesterday the “at- 
torney’s clerk,” O’Connor, who acts as an 
accident adjuster for the company, ap- 
peared before Judge PATTERSON to secure 
exemption from the summons to produce 
his record of acctdents before the Coroner’s 
jury in the case of Mrs. Levy. There is 
something extremely shocking in this con- 
duct of the officers of the company, who 
in their private life are undoubtedly just 
_ and kind-hearted, but who, for their com- 
trive @ course of the

tion. In all seriousness the principles of 
the Corsican bandit seem honorable in com- 
parison; when he takes lives in the pursuit 
of his calling he at least exposes his own. 


Contractor O’BRIEN is threatening the 
city with a tremendous lawsuit if the Aque- 
duct Commission does not agree to some 
“acceptable compromise” in the matter of 
payment for extraexcavation. There seems 
to be no ground for compromise in the case. 
What the contractors are entitled to under 
the law and under their contracts is a mat- 
ter that can be definitely ascertained. Under 
the resolution adopted by the commission 
yesterday it is in a fair way to be ascer- 
tained. Whatever it may be should be paid 
of course, but no more. There is no ques- 
tion of compromise about it, and the com- 
mission will doubtless be very careful to 
have the law on its side. Then, if Mr. 
O’BRI=EN sees fit to bring suits, let him bring 
them. It will hardly be held that con- 
tractors can go on making excavations not 
required or authorized by the chief engi- 
neer, who was the legal judge of how much 
should be done, and be paid for it accord- 
ing to their own estimate of what they are 
entitled to. That method of increasing the 
value of a job is not likely to be upheld by 
any court. 








When the House was asked yesterday to 
appropriate $5,000 for the expenses in- 
curred by the Committee on Manufactures 
in the inquiry concerning Trusts and other 
trade combinations, Mr. BRECKINRIDGE of 
Arkansas remarked that the investigation 
had not proceeded far enough to enable the 
committee to report a measure for relief. 
He might have added that there had been 
sufficient progress to enable the committee 
to submit a report made up substantially of 
the arguments offered by Trusta in their 
own defense. We do not see why 
the House, after the presentation of that 
report, shonld expect a thorough and ear- 
nest investigation to be made by the com- 
mittee or an effective measure of relief to 
be prepared by it. That the House has not 
been favorably impressed by the commit- 
tee’s slow movements and queer report was 
shown by the attempt, made yesterday to 
take the matter out of the committee’s 


eration of a bill recently introduced. It is 
only the most charitable critic who will say 
that the committee has trifled with a sub- 
ject of great importance. 
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It is not probable that the mishap of Fish- 
ermen BILL DANBURY and CHARLES BLACK 
of Eastport, resulting in the capture of their 
boat by the Canadian steam cruiser Dream, 
will arouse any fresh diplomatic contro- 
versy. There is no question of commercial 
privileges involved ora violation of rev- 
enue laws simply. The adventurous pair 
of Maine fishermen, if the account from St. 
John is correct, committed the undoubted 
treaty oftense of trying to take fish without 
a licanse in the inshore waters of the Do- 
minion. This offense has never been one of 
the points in dispute between the two Gov- 
ernments. Perhaps bravado ora desire to 
do something worthy of being talked about 
was one motive in the unlucky experiment, 
since BILL DANBURY’s sobriquet of ‘King 
Haddock” indicates that he had a reputa- 
tion to sustain. The waters in question are 
among those which require the most vig- 
ilance to police, because the line be- 
tween the two countries there runs directly 
through the bay; and, indeed, when the 
fishermen found that they were discovered 
they hoped to get back in season across the 
line; but they had steam power against 
them. 











HOW LABOR IS PROTECTED. 

The anxiety of our manufacturers for the 
protection of American labor and the main- 
tenance of the American standard of wages 
by high duties upon foreign goods that 
compete with their productions was finely 
illustrated yesterday in some of the testi- 
mony given before the Congressional in- 
vestigating committee. A young woman 
who had worked for six vears in a shirt 
factory in this city testified that formerly 
the employés, mostly American girls, 
earned from $7 to $9 per week. Of iate 
Russian and Polish immigrants have been 
introduced into the factories and wages 
have been forced down so that it required 
hard work to earn $5 a week. These im- 
ported Russian and Polish workmen, accus- 
tomed to low wages and a wretched mode of 
living, are willing to work for $4 a week. 
An Englishwoman who came to this conn- 
try six years ago said that at that time she 
could earn $10 a week making cloaks and 
shirts, and now she was lucky if she got 
$5, sometimes not making more than $2 
or $3. Mrs. ANKER, who has made a 
study of the condition of workingwomen in 
this city, declared that women who ten 
years ago averaged $10 or $12 a week 
working upon white goods could now hard- 
ly make $5, and those who worked for con- 
tractors were forced to be satisfied with $3. 

These are only illustrative cases. It is 
well known that what is known in London 
as the ‘“‘sweating system” has in the last 
few years been introduced here, and the 
women who sew for a living areits victims. 
It has been brought into effect solely by the 
introduction of the cheapest kind of for- 
eign labor. Hordes of Russian and Polish 
immigrants of the lowest class, people who 
live in squalor on what would bring self- 
respecting Americans to starvation, have 
been brought here or have come under the 
temptation of wages which seemed to them 
munificent to displace these workingwomen 
or force them to a standard of earningssuch 
as these miserable foreigners are willing to 
accept. ' Tae manufacturers are protected 
against the products of “‘ pauper labor” in 
Europe, but they do not scruple to import 
the pauper labor itself, pay it the lowest 
wages it will accept, and use its competi- 
tion to force down the “ American standard 
of wages” to the pauper level. This ‘ sweat- 
ing system” prevails not only in the making 
of shirts and drawers, but in all branches 
of the clothing business. :

ing their profits. 


which have been built up by a 50 per cent. 
duty is silk manufacturing. How the man- 
ufacturers maintain the American standard 
of wages is shown in the case of CLAUDE 
CHAFFANJON, who has grown rich in a few 
years manufacturing silk goods at North 
Hudson, N. J. It has been shown in court 
that he imported operatives from France, in 
spite of the coritract labor law, at an agreed 
rate of wages, deducting each week one- 
eighth of the pay until the cost of the pas- 
sage had been refunded. When a lot of his 
weavers were intercepted at Castle Garden 
and sent back, they enteréd into an under- 
standing with his agent under which they 
were released from the contract and came 
back as voluntary immigrants, but theterms 
of the original contract were enforced all 
the same. In fact, he got into court through 
holding back more than the stipulated one- 
eighth of the weekly wages, and was com- 
pelled to refund the excess. But the main 
point is that while enjoying a protection of 
50 per cent. against the products of the silk 
workers in France this manufacturer, to in- 
crease his profits, imported his own labor 
from that country. 

So it has been thoroughout the protected 
industries. The cheap labor of Russians, 
Poles, Bohemians, and Hungarians has 
been brought over to compete with Ameri- 
can labor and force down the rate of wages 
and thereby to increase the profits of the 
capitalists, who get ‘‘ practically the whole 
benefit” of protection. Perhaps the import- 
ed laborers may be regarded as getting 
some of the benefit, as they are probably 
better off than they were at home, and that 
they are duly grateful may be inferred 
from the stztement in the Tribune of yes- 
terday that over 1,000 Hungarians were 
to ‘turn out” in the parade in honor of Mr. 
BLAIN®, the “‘uncrowned King” of the party 
of high protection. But the real American 
laborer, who is crowded out or forced to 
starvation wages, has little occasion to be 
grateful for this kind of protection.

In a very short time the leaders of the 
Democratic Party in this State will be 
called upon to determine whom it is best to 
nominate fer Governor. \ The body of the 
Democratic Party in the interior of the 
State is said to be largely for Hint. Why it 
is so is unnecessary at this time to discuss; 
the condition of affairs is such that the lead- 
ers of the party, if there are any, must con- 
sider Mr. Hrti’s strength and weakness and 
advise their followers what is bost to be 
done. 

In determining whether it is advisable to 
renominate Gov. Hitt there are certain 
things that practical politicians must take 
into consideration, some of which we will 
enumerate. 

We think it will be conceded that upon a 
full vote the State of New-York is neither 
Democratic nor Republican, but that its 
bent is determined by the independent 
vote. It will be conceded that Mr. Hii 
cannot secure a single independent vote, 
It will be conceded that in conse- 
quence of the aqueduct scandal and 
other matters that he will lose a large num- 
ber of Democratic votes in New-York and 
Kings Counties and scattering Democratic 
votes in every county of the State. It will 
be conceded that, in consequence of his 
vetoes of high license bills and of the activ- 
ity of the liquor interest und saleon keepers 
in preparing to force his renomination, 
he will lose the votes of temperance Demo- 
crats all over the State. 

It will not be conceded, but we assert and 
challenge examination to see whether we 
are correct, that the Governor will lose the 
vote of a large number of the workingmen. 
It will not be conceded, but any leading 
Democrat will confess it to himself, that 
there is great dangerin what the further in- 
vestigation of aqueduct matters will dis- 
close; that there may be developments that 
will not only bury the State ticket if Mr. 
HiLu is upon it, but will also carry the 
Electoral ticket withitin one common ruin. 

We have set forth a few of the things to 
be considered on the one side. Let us look 
at the other. What has Mr. Hriu to offset 
the votes he will lose from the sources 
above indicated, to say nothing of the 
dreaded but well-known dangers of future 
disclosures? Except the liquor influ- 
ence we know of nothing. Much of 
that influence is Democratic. How much 
of it is Repnblican?. Certainly a share of it 
that can be aaid to be liberal. The Demo- 
cratic portien can hardly be counted as an 
offset. Can the Republican portion, con- 
ceding it ta be a distinct gain, be said to be 
sufficient te count as an offset? Therein is 
the probtem for you to consider, gentlemen 
of the Democratic management. 
formation is that the Administration will 
in nowise advise you as to the solution of 
thts problem, but Will leave you to de- 
termine it for yourselves. You will get no 
hint or suggestion from Washington. You 
must do your own thinking, reach your own 
conclusions, act on your own judgment. 

For you the situation is a grave one, and 
you will presently be required to look it 
squarely in the face. Upon your decision 
turns the question of how the independent 
vote, the vote of independent Democrats 
and of temperance and anti-saloon Demo- 
crats, and the vote of several thousand 
workingmen are to be cast in November. 
As the votes of these several elements are 
east so will the election go. 

Bear in mind that the body of the party 
will do as it has ulways done—vote forwho- 
ever is nominated; that it is a small per- 
centage of the vote that wins or loses the 





(Mection, and that you must shape your 
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‘tloket to keep that winning fraction vote 
with you. You are the ones who have an 


immediate interest at stake in this mat- 
ter. Can you afford to make any mistake 
in the preparation of your next State ticket? 


RETAIL RETALIATION. 
Senator SHERMAN, in his speech in the 
Senate on Tuesday, showed, as he has shown 
many times before, how narrow an escape he 
has had from attaining the real power and 
purpose of a statesman. Nothing could be 
more admirable than his statement of the 





‘attitude this country should maintain to- 


ward England, or toward any other friendly 
nation; nothing could fall further short of 
that attitude than the policy he commends. 
It recalls his course in the matter of specie 
resumption and of a sound currency. In the 
record of Congressional debates on this sub- 
ject no Senator showed more clearness of 
conception, more precision of reasoning, 
more intimate acquaintance with the essen- 
tial principles ef finance or with their prac- 
tical application than did Mr. SHERMAN. 
Yet it was under Mr. SHERMAN’S ad- 
mainistration of the Treasury that the 
act of May. 1878. was . approved, 
and by his advice, which changed 
resumption into redemption and 
made possible if not inevitable the asser- 
tion of the right of Congress at any time 
and for any purpose to issue legal-tender 
notes. It would be easy to quote from Mr. 
SHERMAN’s speeches passages that expose 
completely the folly and the wrong of this 
legislation. But in that case as in that of 
the fisheries treaty, he is only a states- 
man up to the point that partisanship will 
permit. When the demands of the country 
and those of his party come into conflict it 
is the latter that win, the former that are 
yielded. And,'to add to the misfortune of 
Mr. SHERMAN, he has never developed the 
power to determine the course of the party 
to whose behests he is so excessively loyal. 

We pointed out yesterday that Article 
XV. of the treaty, on which Mr. SHERMAN 
bases his relentless opposition, only applies 
in asmall measure and on a very limited 
scale the principle of freedom of commer- 
cial intercourse which he professes to ad- 
mire and to wish universally applied. It 
remains to ask what alternative he pro- 
poses for the treaty rejected for this reason. 
It is retaliation. But Mr. SHERMAN does 
not want much retaliation. He, in fact, 
wants very little. ‘‘Whenever,” he said, 
‘“‘Great Britain or any of her dependencies 
excluded American fishermen from the 
rights of hospitality in their ports the 
President should do the like with Cana- 
dian fishermen in American ports. * * * 
If this were done quietly, modestly, and 
earnestly there would not be much longer 
any trouble in the matter. The universal 
feeling of mankind would be that the 
United States had a right to measure out 
to Canada the same hospitality that it re- 
ceived.” 

We do not like to seem disrespectful to a 
man of Mr. SHERMAN’S experience, but 
really this is nonsense. We cannot, with 
our knowledge of the Senators keen intelli- 
gence and deliberate study of affairs, 
resist the fear that he knows that it 
is nonsense. ‘‘The universal feeling of 
mankind” in this matter, so far as mankind 
had any feeling as to a policy so utterly 
childish and silly, would be that the 
United States Government was fooling with 
@ grave business. Noone who knows the 
facts could be persuaded that such a policy 
was intended in earnest. Certainly neither 
Great Britain nor Canada contains one 
public man who would not laugh at the 
notion, put in practice, which Mr. SHERMAN 
seriously, or with apparent seriousness, dis- 
cusses. Itisasif he said to Canada: ‘We 
can’t fight you because we don’t want to 
get into areal quarrel with your mother 
country, but we will make faces at you.” 
The factis that Canada hasno fishing vessels 
seeking hospitality in American waters 
that are of enough importance to claim a 
moment’s attention. If it were otherwise, 
if there were as many Canadian fishermen 
in American waters as there are American 
in Canadian waters, there would be no 
fisheries dispute,. Each natienality would be 
content to fish at home, and Mr. SHERMAN 
would not need to go into a passion about 
the privileges refused to Americans, or into 
a@ panic about the danger ef admitting 
Canadian fish free of duty. The factis, and 
we cannot but suspect that itis as plain to 
Mr. SHERMAN as to any one else, the only 
retaliation that would count for anything 
in this dispute is adegreeof non-intercourse 
that, while it would really hurt the Cana- 
dians, would hurt American interests a 
great deal more. Mr. SHERMAN’S game ap- 
pears to be to get all the party gain he can 
from opposing the treaty, while refraining 
from facing the consequences of the only 
course remaining open if the treaty be 
rejected. 


THE OKLAHOMA BILL. 


The settlement of the status of the Indian 
Territory has of late become an urgent 
need, and coupled with it is a necessity 
quite as urgent—that of providing a gov- 
ernment and laws for the great tract pop- 
ularly and expressively called ‘‘No Man’s 
Land,” or, in the title given te it by the 
hundreds of settlers now living there with- 
out legal right, ‘‘Cimarron.” The bill to 
establish the Territory of Oklahoma aims at 
accomplishing both these purposes. It 
proposes to set apart the western portion of 
Indian Territory, together with No Man’s 
Land, and to give them a government like 
that of other Territories. This is an under- 
taking not free from serious obstacles based 
on existing stipulations of the Government 
with the Indians. But under the terms of 
the bill that portion of the land included in 
its provisions over which the Indians now 
have rights will not be taken without their 
free consent. 

The problem is a difficult one to solve, 
When the Indian Territory was constituted 
it was the intention to collect there, in due 
time, many Indian tribes. The Territory 
was made to include not only the domains 
given to what are called the five civilized 
tribes, but other public lands, from which 
white men were excluded by statute as 
from the specific possessions of those In- 
dians. When Congress repurchased from 
the Creeks and Seminoles the large 
tract near the centre of the Indian 











“Territory, to which the ‘name of Okishoma. 


has since been popularly given, it stipulat- 
ed without hesitation that these reacquired 
lands should not be settled by whites. But 
unexpected changes have occurred in our 
Indian policy. The disastrous effects which 
followed the removal to the Indian Terri- 
tory of tribes and bands like the Northern 
Cheyennes, Poncas, Nez Percés, and so on, 
opened the eyes of the Government to the 
fallacy of the scheme of making the Indian 
Territory a home for Indians indiscrim- 
inately. The terrible ravages of disease and 
death among Northern Indians of the hills, 
produced by transferring: them to that low 
latitude, taught a lesson, and the Govern- 
ment was left with a portion of its lands 
within the confines of the Indian Territory, 
from which white men were shut out by 
treaty, while there was little prospect of 
their being ever settled by anybody else. 

A second concurrent change in the Indian 
policy is due to the steady growth of the 
theory that the true path to Indian civili- 
zation and citizenship is through the allot- 
ment of lands in severalty ownership. Only 
thus, it is thought, can tribal ties be 
loosened. This policy at length took shape 
last year in the passage of a general sev- 
eralty allotment law. From the operations 
of this law the five civilized tribes were of 
course exempted. Butit applies to the five 
other great tribes in the western part of the 
Indian Territory—the Cheyénnes and Ara- 
pahoes, the Wichitas, the Kiowas, and Co- 
manches., And the question arises as to 
what shall be done in their cases, as in those 
of other tribes, with the great surplus of 
land which will result after the division in 
severalty is accomplished. 

There are still other urgent elements in 
the Indian Territory problem. The neces- 
sity of not allowing this great tract to stand 
as a barrier in the way of railroad and 
other communication between States of the 
Union has induced Congress from time to 
time to allow railroads to cross it on the 
combined consent of the Indians concerned 
and of the Interior Department. One such 
railroad runs directly into the centre of 
Oklahoma, and halfadozen others cross the 
Indian Territory here and there, while ad- 
ditional rights of way are pending. Thus 
the original theory of total exclusion of 
whites has been necessarily modified, and 
the question of a readjustment of rights and 
domains comes up. Bills, too, are now 
pending to secure a better system of justice 
in the Indian Territory, and of this there is 
palpably urgent need. Besides, a great tract 
of unoccupied public land like Oklahoma is 
a perpetual irritation to would-be settlers, 
who from time to time organize raids upon 
it, regardless of the fact that the Govern- 
ment has not yet been able to purchase 
from the Creeks and Seminoles a release 
from the stipulation to allow no white men 
to settle upon it. 

Whether the proposed creation of the 
Territory of Oklahoma is the wisest method 
of solving all these and kindred problems 
is, of course, a matter on which opinions 
will differ. The first necessity is to inter- 
fere with no existing rights of Indians 
without procuring their free consent. 
Legislation on this subject must not be 
regulated by the wishes of the filibusters 
who have for years defied the laws and the 
express mandates of the Government, but 
by what the common good of the red men 
and the white demands.

Recent incidents of the campaign have 
served to call attention to the ehange going on 
in the party affiliations of the more thoughtful 
class of citizens, and to the increased interest 
shown by themin the active pelitics of this 


year. In all cases this change has been from as- 
sociation with the Republican organization to 
a@ more liberal attitude or to open alliance with 
the party of the Admunistratien. Within the past 
week there have been several notable instancesin 
thisimmediate section of gevtiemen prowinently 
connected with our. educational institutions 
taking this stand, and, what is yet more remark- 
able, associating themselves publicly and act- 
ively in the canvass. In the scholastic town of 
Andover, the Cleveland ratification meeting 
last week had for its presiding officer Prot. 
David C. Wells of Phillips Academy, a life-long 
Republican, who justified his change by the as- 
sertion of his belief:that his old party had “ out- 
lived its usefulness.” At Brunswick, the univer- 
sity town of Maine, President Hyde of Bowdoin 
College is under engagement to help on the 
cause by delivering an address on tariif reform 
before the Young Men’s Democratic Club. At 
New-Haven, Conn., Prof. Simeon E. Baldwin of 
the Yaie Law School aecepts membership in a lo- 
cal Cleveland ciub, with the statement that, 
while four F scay ago he voted as an independ- 
ent Republiean, this year he “shall vote for 
President Cleveland as a Democrat.” 





THE TRANSPAOIFIO CABLE. 
OTTawa, Ontario, Aug. 8.—Mr. Owen 
Jones of Australia, who is promoting the trans- 
paeific cable between Canada and Australia, is 
here. He feels confident the cable will be com- 
pleted within 18 months. Sir John Macdonald, 


the Premier, has agreed on behalf of the Do- 
minion Government to assist the enterprise, 
provided the other eolonial Governments in- 
tereated in the matter do likewise. ‘‘ All that 
is now required befere werk is commenced” 
says Mr. Jones, “is tosecure a guarantee ef 
£75,000 per annum, equal to 4 per cent. on an 
investment of 22,000,000.” He expects aid 
trom the British, Australia, and Canadian 
Governments, the subsidy from the latter, 
it 18 estimated, being between 27,000 and 
£10,000 per annum. A strong company has 
been formed to build the cable. The leading 
shareholders are Lord Folkestone, Lord Miltown, 
Lord Winchelsea, Sir James Corry, Sir Donald 
Smith, and Sanford Fleming. A steamer will 
be sent to British Celumbia shortly to expedite 
the survey in conjunction with the survey now 
being made East from Australia. Mr. Jones 
during his stay in Montreal was .assured by 
Canadian Pacific Railway officials that ths com- 
pany proposed putting a fleet on the Canadian- 
Australian route within a year.

Sr. Louis, Ang. 8.—A convention of great 
ima portance not only to those directly interested — 
in railroads, but also to all classes of the com _ 
munity, will assemble to-morrow at the Laclede 
Hotel. A special meeting of the Chairmen of 
all Grievance Committees of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers has been called by Chief 
P. M. Arthur to consider matters of interest of 
the brotherhood, and representatives of the 
Brotherhoed of Locomotive Firemen and of 
Railroad Switchmen have been requested to 
join in the deliberations. Chief Arthur will 
arrive in this city to-morrow morning, and Chief 
Sargent of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men will also be present. The convention will 
number between 125 and 150, and will include 
nl pa from nearly every lodge in the 
eountry. 

The settlement of the Burlington strike is the 
ostensible object of the convention, but the real 
object 1g to unite all railway employes in one 
union. The engineers have learned that they 
are not all-pewerful, and are now wiliing te join 
hands with brakemen and switchmen. 

A leader of the switchmen said to-night: “ All 
parties now see the mecessity of union, and 
we will look for great results from the 
coming conference. There are two threat- 
ening dangers ahead which will re- 
quire much generaiship to avoid. Frem 
what I have learned I do not believe that there 
will be any difficulty in persuading the engi- 
neers to abandon their complete isclation, but I 
fear that many wili wish to contine the new 
organization to skilled workmen and to still 
keep up the bars against the Knights of Labor. 
Now nearly all the switehmen and the brake- 
men, almost without exception, are Knights of 
Labor and may take a stand which will be dis- 
agreeable to the engineers and is not 
unlikely te lead to treuble. The machinisis, 
I understand, even more than the engineers. are 
in favor of confining the new order to skilled 
workmen, which would shut out the brakemen 
and switchmen, the engineers of course carry- 
ing the firemen in withthem. The machinists 
occupy very strong ground, as they are almost 
the enly men who could be truated with an en- 
gine in case of a strike of the engineers and 
firemen. Many, however, believe that in num- 
bers there is strength and are in favor of ad- 
mitting railroad employes of all classes into 

ae union. Upon thisthe great fight w 
made.” 





WHERE BOODLE IS KING. 


PREPARING FOR PLUNDER IN THE TWEX- 
TIETH CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT. 

ScHENECTADY, N. Y., Aug. 8.—The Twen- 
tieth Congressional District is gallantly eustain- 
ing its reputation of being the rottenest bereugh 
m the State.’ The disgraceful judicial fight 
last Fall and the dead-lock convention in this 
district last May, in both of which boodle was 
king, is still fresh in the minds of the 
people. And now the Republican nomina- 
tion for Congress will doubtless lead 
to s more lavish use of money than 
was ever before known, even in this district. 
The leading candidate at present is a young man 
of Amsterdam, who parts his hair in the middle 
—J. Cochrane Sanford. Young Sanford’s ambi- 
tion heretofore has Deen to shine as a 
polo player at Newport, but now he 
saws that “Pa will put up $30,000 or 
$100,000 if necessary to elect me to Congress.” 
His only qualification, as he admits, is his 
money. Charles Palmer, a ward politician in 
this city, was last Spring promised the nomina- 
tion by Boss West, but the Ballstonian’s mental 
faculty is not strong enuugh to have him think 
so far back, so Palmer’s chances are slim. 

John A. Deremer of this elty will probably get 
the votes ef the Schenectady County delegates 
on the first bailot, but that’s about all his boom 
will amount to. Georze Hanford of this city, 
who has a political career to the extent of hav- 
ing run for Supervisor in a Republican ward 
and been defeated, is willing and anxious 
to pay $5,000 for the Secheneetady dele- 
gation and much more for enough delegates 
to nominate him. Judge Batebeller of Saratoga 
Springs would like the nomination and is leav- 
ing no stone unturned to segure it. Fulton and 
Hamilton Counties are get'ing off their annual 
chestaut that they never get anything but the 
cold shoulder in the Distriet Conventions. There 
are several millionaires in Fu'ton County that 
would like the nomination, and their money is 
floating through the district along with the 
boodle of the other candidates. 

The only dark horse in the race thus far is 
the Hon. Charles G. Ellis, the millionaire loco- 
motive builder of this city. It 1s understood he 
will accept the nomination if he oan get it, and 
if he does he will open his barrel. The political 
leeches are reveling in the contest. They have 
only to name their price and the morey is 
theirs. The contess from now until the conven- 
tion, which will not be held until next month 
will reek with corruption and bribery. 


LAWYERS IN CONFERENCE, 


FIRST MEETING OF THE NATIONAL BAR 
ASSOCIATION. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Aug. 8.—The National 
Bar Association, which began its initial session 
here to-day. differs from the American Bar As- 
sociation, in that it is a representative body 
without permanent membership, made up of 
delegates from State and local Bar Associations, 
and its single purpose is to labor to secure uni- 
formity in State laws relating to business af- 
fairs. Ninety-eight delegates answered te the 
roll call to-day, coming from all quarters of the 
land. The address of the President, Col. James 
O. Broadhead of St. Louis, treated of the eourts 
as the final resort for the interpretation of the 
Constitution and laws. He said it has been 
supposed that the question had leng been set- 


tled affirmatively until the Governor of Oregon, 
ina recent official message, took the greund 
that the will of the people expressed at the polls 
and the. acts of the islature are paramount 
to the decisien of any eeurt with reference to 
the constitutionality ef a statute. 

Reports of committees submitted suggestions 
to the following purport: That a commen 
formula be adopted for negotiable promissory 
notes, the simpler the better, and that the 
statute of New-York be the model for all the 
States: that the States enact that every action 
te recover money upon a contraet in writing, 
not under seal, shall be brought within five 
years, and upon a contract not in writing with- 
in three years after the right to bring the same 
shall have first aecrued; that the law recom- 
mended by the American Bar Association in 
1:82 concerning the form of acknowledgment 
of deeds be adopted. These points are set forth 
with argument in their favor, and are being 
printed to-night in order that they may be in- 
telligently discussed to-morrow.

: A SEIZURE OF SPIELGE&ELT. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 8.—Secret Service officers 
have seized a quantity of “spielgelt” which 
was imported from Nuremberg, Germany, by 
Scheweitzer & Beer, dealers in toys. The con- 
signment, according to order, was to 
have consisted of small reproductions 
ef fereign coins, which could be used 


for bangles, &c. On its arrival here it 
was found, however, that American coins 
had been used as patterns. There were two 
gross of boxes, each containing about $100 in 
imitation money. Every American coin was 
represented, and it so happened that the pieces 
representing gold coins were just about the 
size of a one-dollar gold piece. To prac- 
tically test the matter tne officers went to 
a dozen stcres, where in every ease the gold 
“ spielgelt” was accepted as good money. Satis- 
fled of the dangerous character of tne stuff the 
Officers held the whole consignment. The im- 
porters are believed to be innocent of any inten- 
tion to defraud, but care will be taken that 
none of the “spielgelt” gets into circulation. 

The only difference, and one that was only 
noticed after examination by a score of persons, 
bet ween the “ spielgeit” and the coins of which 
they areimitations is that, instead of the cus- 
tomary stars about Liberty’s head, there are 
words * Imitation, L. Chr. Lauer,” the name

NATURAL GAS IN CHICAGO. 

CurcaGo, Aug. 8.—Natural gas was struck 
to-day at the malthouse of A. F. Bullen & Co., 
on Cedar-street, where an artesian well was 
being sunk. The gas was found at a depth of 74 
feet. The well is 8 inches im diameter and 
the flew of gas is heavy enough to 
furnish a fiame six feet higb. Prof, 
Wahi, who has had considerable experience, 
Was sent ior and said the iow was better than 
many of the wells in the gas countries and 
furthermore said it gave promise of better re- 
sulta than had been obtained from any of the 
other so-called wells hereto:ore reported in this 
vicinity. He took a sample of the gas for analy- 
sis. The halt dozen other wells hitnerto dis 
covered in Chicago have failed to amount to 
anything.

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> SHERIDAN’S LAST JOURNEY 


HIS .REMAINS ON THE WAY 
TO WASHINGTON. 

SAB SCENES AT NONQUITT. AND ALONG 
THE ROUTE—CROWDS GATHER AND 
BELLS TOLL. 

New-BEDFORD, Mass,, Aug. 8.—Philip 
Henry Sheridan never‘looked better in life than 
he does to-day in death. His bey, carefully 
dressed in the uniform of Lieutenant-General, 
lay this morning in the centre of the large room 
in which he hovered for four weeks between 
life and death and in which he finally expired. 
The coffin, richly draped, with gold and silver 
handles and a gold plate, rested on two hand- 
some pedestals, and these in turn rested upon 
a handsome black ana white rug. At one side 
stood the plain mahogany bed in which 
the hero died. The dark-green doors 
leading from the death chamber to the 
adjoining dining roem were closed, as 
were the blinds to the half dezen windows in 
the reom, shutting out the glare of the day. 
There were no decorations, not even a bunch of 
flowers, although in the adjacent rooms there 
were many floral tokens of esteem. On the 
lewer haif of the lid of the eoffin rested the 
sash, belt, sword, and chapeau of the dead 
soldier. The sword was the one he used through- 
out the war, and its scabbard almost tells the 
history of that great struggle, for upon it is 
engraved the name of every engagement in 
which its owner was engaged. Later on the 
coffin was draped in a silk American flag 
brought by the Loyal Legion. 

The face of the dead man wears a remarkably 
lifelike look. There is absolutely nothing sug- 
gestive of a corpse about it. The expression is 
ealm and peaceful, as though the soldier, 
wearied with the battle of life, had laid down 
and dropped into a gentle slamber. No cos- 
meties of any description have been used, and 
the appearance of ghastiiness which is so often 
imparted by them 1s whelly missing. Of course 
the ruddy look which Sheridan had in health is 
not present, for three months of sickness and 
confinement have made him pale, but tn other 


respects the face and its expression are exactly 
as they were in life. The General’s right hand, 
ineased in a white silk glove, rests on his breast, 
and ciasped between the fingers ia a small ivory 
crucifix. The few persons outside of the family 
and aides who were permitted to see the body 
this forenoon are unanimous in expressing the 
opinion that no dead map could look more 
natural or lifelike than dees the dead General. 

The day began in Nonquitt with a heavy, 
yultry atmosphere anda dull, leaden sky. The 
surface of the bay was as smooth as that of a 
mirror, and the little air that was stirring came 
from the south. Allthe arrangements for the 
event of the day had been made and the dead 
General’s aides/had little to do exeept to reply 
to the numerons messages of condolence which 
were still coming in. At 10 o’clock a buggy and 

black undertaker’s wagon drove slowly along 
he Nonquitt road im front of the hotel, and 
turning toward the bay pulled up in front ef 
the Sheridan cottage. Ina little more than an 
hour the work of preparing the body for the 
grave had been completed and all save the 
Members of the family left the cettage, 
for Mrs. Sheridan desired to be alone 
with her dead, After she and _ her 
family had spent some time in private devo- 
tional exercises they retired to the upper rooms 
of the cottage, and the half dozen newspaper 
correspondents present at Nonquitt were in- 
vited to look upon the body. They were escort- 
ed to the cottage by Col. Kellogg, and were 
afforded ample opportunity to gaze gg the 
peaceful, up-turned face in the coftin. The 
utmost decorum was observed, and in five min- 
utes the favored seribes had tiptoed frem the 
cottage and resumed their labors, Nobody else 
‘was admitted to the death chamber. Even 
old friends of the General who asked 
to be rmitted to look upon his face 
were kindly but firmly turned away. 
During life Gen. sheridan had an aversion to 
any such display as ordinarily attends a great 
man’s funeral, and his widow, sharing hia feel- 
ings and respecting his wishes, will not allow 
the coffin to be again opene Although the 
body will lie in St. Matthew’s Church in Wash- 
ington, it js not at present the intention to allow 
any one to see it. The long delay in holding 
the final services 1s caused by the taet that John 
L. Sheridan, the General’s brother, was in the 
far West at the time of the General's death and 
cannot reach Washington before Friday after- 
noon, thus rendering the holding of the funeral 
before Saturday morning impracticable. 

At noon guards were posted at the entrance 
tothe Nonguitt road to keep out the outside 
throng. At 2 o’clock the schooner yacht Via- 
tor sailea slowly down the bay, and when 
near the shore and about half way between the 
Sheridan cottage and the steamboat wharf she 
came up into the wind and dropped ancbor. 
Her penants and flag were at half mast. At 
4:30 o’clock the steamer Monohansett arrived 
at the wharf, bringing the delegations from the 
Grand Army of the Republic and the Loyal 
Lesion. Three posts were represented, namely: 
William Logan Rodman Post, No.1; Ricnard A. 
Peirce Post, No. 190, and Robert G. Shaw Post, 
No. 146, composed of colored men. The three 
Commanders and Col Rand of the Loyal Legion 
went to the cottage and, after making prelim- 
inary arrangements, marched back to the boat. 
A detachment of 12 men, 8 of whom carried a 
bier draped with black, then marched to the 
cottage. 

In the meantime Mrs. Sheridan was afforded 
an opportunity of taking a parting look at her 
husband’s face. After some delay the bearers 
entered the death room and brought out the 
coffin. After it had been placed on the bier the 
solemn march to the boat was begun. It was 
then 5:05 o’elock, and the transfer occupied 10 
minutes. The procession was in the fellowing 
order: The undertaker and his assistant, Com- 
manders ef two of the Grand Army posts, and 
the bier, borne by comrades. Immediately fol- 
lowing came Col. M. V. Sheridan,supporting the 
General’s widow, with little Phil at her aide, 
looking about him in wondermentat the strange 
scene. Next came Mrs. M. V, Sheridan with 
Mary, the General’s oldest daughter, Sister 
Justinia with one of the twins, Sister Urban 
with the other, the children’s governess and, 
nurse and Mrs. Sheridan’s maid, Cols. Blunt 
and Kellogg anda Dr. Matthews, and 
bringin up the rear, Klein and 
Richa the General’s servants, and 
Rorebeck, Col. Sheridan’s clerk. With slow and 
measured tread the sad procession proceeded 
along the broad Nonquitt lawn to the road lead- 
ing to the wharf. At the head of the wharf the 
delegation of the Loyal Legion of Massachusetts 
and the representatives of the Nonquitt resi- 
dents were drawrm upon eaeh side, snd as the 
bier passed between the lines every hvad was 
uncovered. The body was quickly passed down 
the gangplank, hasty leave takings were ex- 
changed, and the littie black-clad figures on the 
wharf, with tears streaming down their eyes, 
saw the last they will ever see of what remains 
of their father. Col. Kellogg at the last moment 
decided not to accompany the funeral train, his 
little child, Julia, having beem taken suddenly 
ill this morning. 

The steamer’s Jines were cast off at 5:25, and 
the Monohansett, swinging her head around, 
started for New-Bedferd. The body was on the 
after main deck, surrounded by Grand Army 
men. Going up the bay every craft, steam and 
sail, paid silent tribute to the dead by dropping 
their flags as they passed by the funeral boat. 
Approaching New-Bedford, the church bells 
were heard solemniy tolling, and when a view 
of the wharves coula be obtained a scene 
worth looking at was presented to the 
view. Every available inck of space 
to the edges ef the string pieces was 
crowded with humanity, men, women, boys, 
and girls, while in the backgreund, along the 
railroad track, were thousands of people of all 
conditions, who had clambered upon freight cars 
to view the unusual spectaciec. Even the rig- 
ging of the vessels in the neighborhood was 
filled with black masses of humanity. On the 
Monohansett’s wharf, which is the regular Mar- 
tha’s Vineyard and Nantucket landing, the New- 
Bedford Grand Army posts were drawn up in 
force, and at the head of the wharf was the rey- 
ular army guard of honor, under command of 
Lieut. H. R. Anderson and Lieut. McMahon, 
consisting of eight non-commissioned officers of 
the Fourth Artillery, all in undress uniform 
and without side arms. 

When the steamer had been made fast to the 
wharf the Loyal Legion deputation marche up 
the gangplank two by two, and as they did so 
the Grand Army men on the wkarf uncovered, 
while their draped colors were dipped. Next 
followed the bier with the Grand Army bearers, 

then came Col. Sheridan and the General’s 
widew and the two Sisters. It was only a few 
steps to the train. The coffin was at once 
placed on the car assigned to it. Mrs. Sheridan 
‘was assisted aboard her private car, the officers 
and seldiers and newspaper correspondents 
clambered aboard the train, and at 6:13 the 
start for Washington was made, the train run- 
ning for nearly a mile between denee crowds of 
people. Church bells continued to toll uatil the 
train was beyond the city limita.

The train was then in oharge of Con- 
ductor E. T. Cewell, and Henry Huff was 
driving the engine, No. 140. Dr. Matthews 
left the funeral party at New-Bedford to go 
to East Gloucester. where his wife is spending 
the Summer, to enjoy afew days of rest, after 
which he will resume his duties at the 
Army Medieal Museum in Washington. At 
Blackstone, which was reached at 9:15, 
there was a throng of men. at the 
station and along the railroad track, eager to 
catch a glimpse of the bier. The utmost good 
erder prevailed, however, and hate were lifted 
as the heavy train pulled out. The run to Put- 
nam was very slow, there beinga heavy up-grade 
nearly all the way; but when thetrain reached 
the station there were a couple of hundred men 
who gazed reverentiallyin at the open door of 
the mortuary car. All they saw was the bier 
and two stiff-starched soldiers at either end, 
At this place, too, the bella were tolling, not- 
withstanding the lateness of the hour. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Aug. 8.—At Willi- 
mantic, where the train arrived at 11:30, there 
was another crowd of fully 200 people, but the 
door to the funeral car was closed, and 
nothing could be seen but the blue-coated 
soldiers in the forward part of the car. 
The | eoeoregayg in the Yashington train 
after leaving Putnam adopted resolutions of 
sympathy with Mrs. Sheridan. At this city the 
train was about one hour and forty five minutes 
late. A thick mist is falling, making the rails 
slippery and retarding the progress of the train. 
Harlem River will not be reached until nearly 
5 o’clock in the morning. It is expected that 
after leaving Jersey City the train will run as a 
special, and it was understood it was to be 
special all the way from New-Bedferd, but hy 
some mistake the New-England officers attashed 
the funeral ears to their express. Mrs. Sheridan 
has retired and all is quiet on the train. It is 
expected that Washington will be reached about 
3 o’cloek in the afternoon.

WHERE SHERIDAN WILL LIE. 
SOMETHING ABOUT ARLINGTON CEME- 
TERY. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The decision of 
the family of Gen. Sheridan in favor of 
Arlington as his burial place insteaa of the 
Soldiers’ Home ground, while it surprised 
seme ef the friends of Gen. Sheridan, 
does not cause any great disappoiatment. 
Each place is about the same distance, 
in time from this city, and Arlington is probably 
nearer. Both places command a view of the 
Capitol, the Potomac River, and a great extent 
of the neighboring country. Arlington is 
immediately across the Potomac iam Vir 
ginia, and, baving a fine elevation above 
the stream, it commands this city and 


can be seen from many of the higher points in 
Washington, and from the river shore. The 
grounds are ample at Arlington, and a greve of 
fine old trees shade a charming drive from the 
eastern grove up to the old Lee mansion, which, 
with its glistening white pillars and pediment, 
attracts the eye of the observer at a long dis- 
tance. 

The spot selected for Sheridan’s grave is near 
the mansion on the hillside that slopes eastward. 
Standing on the spot chosen as his resting place 
one can see Washington City spread out before 
him in front, right, and left. Georgetown is at 
the extreme right, and the Potomac and Ana- 
lostan Island, the bridges, and the Virginia and 
Maryland shores are included in the broad 
scene. Almostin line with the tomb of Sheri- 
dan and the Capitol is the tall white shaft of 
the Washington Monument. Behind the spot 
where Sheridan’s grave will be dug lie the bodies 
of some 12,000 Union soldiers, the men who 
died in oanep along the Potomae, the slain at 
Bull Rup, and in the Wilderness, and many aspot 
not named in the long list of sad encounters be- 
tween the defenders of the Union and its ene, 
mies. The graves of several Union Generals 
are near by. The freshest is that of Gen. Rick- 
etts, the veteran of two wars who died 
only a short time ago. The inelesure is 
@ National Cemetery maintained by the 
Government. The grounds in Summer 
are carefully cultivated. Tne broad lawns, 
onee the pride of the Lee family, are always in 
perfect order. Beds of ornamental plants tn 
great masses break the wide stretches of green. 
The cemetery is remote from the roads and 
traffic, and the visitor who approaches the old Lee 
mansion from the east is driven through a park, 
in which nothing appears to suggest its charxe- 
ter, except an occasional empty shell setin the 
gutter to protectit, or an abandoned cannen 

lanted muzzle down, to serve as a post at the 
ntersection ef driveways. 

Arlington is not so easily er cheaply accessi- 
ble as the Soldiers’ Home. Sinoe the briage 
across the Potomac at Georgetown has been 
made free, it has become more popular 
as a spot for sightseeing than it was 
before; but the registry in the Lee 
Mansion parlor, provided for every visitor 
te sign, which few visitors neglect to sign, 
shows that the number of pilgrims to Arlington 
scarcely falls below a hundred a day, and is 
often many hundreds between the opening hour 
in the morning and sunset. There are two 
ways of reaehing the cemetery. One is 
threu. the Government reservation and 
Fort Meyers, now acavalry post, and formerly 
a school for the Signal Service.

The approach from the east is much the more 
attractive as well as impressive, and when the 
road is improved, as it ought to be at Once, it 
will easily be the most popular. Sheridan's 
grave at Arlington will be only two miles 
and a half from the capital on a 
—- but it is necessary to drive abeut 

ve miles to reachit. Ifa burial place at the 
Soldiers’ Home had been chosen it would have 
been two and a half miles away from the capital 
by a direct drive.. The choice seems te have 
been determined by the fact that the Arlington 
grounds are set apart as a national cemetery, 
and that no develepment of the neighborhood 
will divert the ground from the use to which it 
has been devoted. :

THE SUGAR TROST. 


TWO SUITS BEGUN IN THE SUPREME 
COURT TO TEST ITS LEGALITY. 

A determined advance was begun yester- 
day upon the sugar trust by the citizens who 
have undertaken to relieve the consumers from 
the exactions of thatmonopoly. Twosuits were 
begun in the Supreme Court which, when they 
are brought to trial, will cause, it is promised, 
some queer revelations concerning the means 
used by the cembination in reaching its 
present great power. The first suit is 
against the Sugar Refineries Company on the 
ground thut it has usurped corporate franchises 


to which it has ne possible rights, the second 
suit ie against a corporation in the trust. Lhe 
motive of the first action is to break up the 
board of eleven men, self-styled the Sugar Re- 
fineries Company, and of the second io forfeit 
the corporate charter. ‘The actions will be 
controlied by Attorney-General Taber, who 





in September, and which will be tried by 
jury. The cases are regarded by the promoters 
of the suits as test ones, to ascertain whether 
the existing law is adequate for the suppression 
of trust combinations. The papers in the first 
suit were served yesterday on Jebn E. Searles, 
Jr.,as a member of the Sugar Retineries Company, 
and those in the second on Mr. Searles as Presi- 
dent of the North River Sugar Refining vom- 


pany. 

The complaints mention eight other causes of 
action. They declare that the North River 
Sugar Retining Company after its organization 
fer the purpose of establishing a monopoly of 
the manufacture and sale of refined sugar com- 
bined with all the other sugar retineries in New- 
York and in many other States. The companies 
mentionea as interested in the monopoly 
are Havemeyers & Eiders, The De 
Castro & Donner Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, F. O. Matthiessen & iecher’s 
Sugar Refining Company, Havemeyer Sugar 
Retining Company, Brooklyn Sugar Refining 
Company, the firms of Dick & Meyer, Moller, 
Sierck & Co., the North River Sugar Refining 
Company, the firm of Oxmard Brothers, the 
Standard Sugar Refinery, the Bay State 
Sugar Refinery, tne Boston Sugar KXetin- 
ing Company, the Continental Sugar Ke- 
finery, and the Revere Sugar efinery, 
These companies, the complaints continue, 
transferred their capital stock to the Sugar Re- 
fineries Company, aud received from the board 
constituting -the latter certificates te an 
ameunt greatly in excess of the amount of the 
stock assigned to the board. By virtue of 
this control the board ‘regulates at will 
the production and price of refined 
sugar in the United States, and has 
arbitrarily limited the production and inerease 
of the price. The combinatiem. between the 
comparies, the complaint contiaues, creates 
and constitutes a monopoly, and is injurious to 
trade and commerce; aud by entering into the 
agreement the defendant vielated the law and 
abused its powers, and so has forfeited its 
charter and become liable to be dissolved. 

Thé board is also charged with having trans- 
cended its powers, with agreeing it would divide 
the profits of its business with the other com- 

anies and would share their losses, with having 
fos consolidated withthe other companies in a 
confederacy, 60 that the board might at will sue- 
pend the business.of. the companies contrary 
to the previsions of the act under which it was 
incorporated. The complaint concludes that 
during 1888 the company has willfully neglect- 
ed to publish,any report of its transactions, as 
demanded by law, and has so Vielated its rights 
under the act, 


WEARING BLAINE BADGES. 


MEETING OF THE PENNSYLVANIA REPUB- 
LICAN STATE COMMITTEE, 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 8.—The Republican 
State Committee met in parlor C of the Con- 
tinental Hotel this afternoon. Chairman Cooper 
said 1t was the largest and mosatgratifying gath- 
ering of the committee he had ever seen. There 
were 97 out of 112 members present, and each 
member’s coat was decorated with a broad blue 
and gold Blaine reception badge. The unusu-. 
ally large gathering was owing to two circum- 
stances. The committee had been called to- 
gether to nominate a eandidate for Auditor- 
General to fill the place made vacant by the

AND GETTING READY FOR 
THEIR ANNUAL ORUIBE, 
THE ELECTRA LOSES A FLANGE OF HER 
PROPELLER—NEW-LONDON ALIVE 

WITH YACHTS. 

NEw-LonpDoN, Conn., Aug. 8.—The har- 
bor is dotted with riding lights to-nicht, so that 
it looks like a marine constellation. This 
fleet of the New-York Yacht Club has 
assembled here for its annual cruise. There 
are the fixed stars, the Grayling, the 
Paritan, the Bedouin; comets of a season 
whose names shall be printiess, and a grand 
central sun in the white-nulled Volunteer, ever 
victorious. Itisa magnificent fleet that lies at 
anohor in the misty night off the Pequot House, 
and to-morrew, ifthe sun shines above a clear 
horizon when the white wings are spread for an 
eastward flight, the eyes of New-London beauty 
will cast wooing farewell glances on as lovely a 
nautical pieture as ever graced the pages of a 
Clark Russell or the canvas of a De Haas. 

The steam yacht Electra, flagship of the squad- 
ron, heve up her anchor and got under way 
frem the foot ef East Twenty-sixth-street, New- 
York, at 10:05 o’clock this morning. She had 
on board her owner, Commodore Elbridge T. 
Gerry, Secretary John H. Bird, Treasurer F. W. 
J. Hurst, Fleet Captain Gouverneur Kortwright, 
Oapt. Stephen Peabody ef the Regatta Commit- 
tee, Fleet Surgeon Morris B. Asch, and the 
representatives of the New-York morning 


ponerse. The steam yacht Corsair, J. Pierpont 
organ, got under way at the same time. Capt. 
Géorge Wicks steered the Electra up through 
Hell Gate in nearly slack water, the first ef the 
ebb tide just approaching, while the 
newspaper men assembled in the quarter- 
deek smoking room. to admiré@ one of 
the beautiful cups to be awarded victorious 
yaehts at the end of the cruise—one cup is te be 
given to the yacht in each class making the 
best average run on the cruise irrespective of 
special races. The cup is of tine silver mounted 
on an ebony pedestal. It has handsome carved 
handles, and the top is a lamp, which car be 
removed at will. On one side of the cup, are 
engraved the words, “Squadron eruise trophy, 
1888,” with the names of the donors, Commo- 
dore Gerry, Vice-Commodore C. H. Colt, and 
Rear-Commodore Morgan. On the other side 
are the letters, ‘“N. Y. Y. C.,” with the olub’s 
seal and pengzant. The design for the cup was 
made by Fleet Captain Kortwright and speaks 
we.l for his taste. : 

The Electra sped along at a fine pace, and had 
Hart’s Island abreast of her at 11 o’elock. Exe- 
cution Light was abeam at 11:15, bearing 
northwest by compass.

All the vessela of the fleet were dressed gayly 
with flags in rainbow fashion, and, with catboats 
and launches flying about ameng them, present- 
ed a beautiful appearance in spite of the driving 
mist whieh the southeasterly wind sent 
in thicker and thicker each minute. 
The Volunteer and Puritan were at 
avuchor when the Electra arrived aud 
the Mayflower came in five minutes later. 
The verandas of the Pequot House were crowd- 
ed and the shores.lined with spectators. On the 
way up the Sound Commodore Gerry wrote a 
general order directing the fleet to carry yacht 
ensigns at half mast on the day of Gen. Sheri- 
dan’s funeral. 

The Pequot House was alive this evening with 
ladies inelaborate toilets, and a dance was given 
im honor of the yacht club. Not many of the 
yacht Captains attended the ball, however, 
as they were summoned to compiete the 
arrangements for tie cruise, It was 
decided at this meeting, which was at- 
tended by 53 Captains, that the tyme 
of roceeding to Newport be left to 
the discretion of the Commedore. The num- 
bers to be carried on the mainsails of the yachts 
during the remainder of the season were given 
out by Mr. Peabody. The starting line trom the 
run to Newport will be betwesn the Seaflower 
Beacon and the mainland. After the prepara- 
tory gun 10 minutes will elapse before the 
firing of the starting gun, and then the 
fleet will bave 20 minutes in which to cross the 
line. The Goelet Cup race will be sailed on the 
day after the arrival of the fleet at Newport, 
and on the first secular day following the yachts 
will go to Martha’s Vineyard. The yachtsmen 
voted to accept the invitation of the Eastern 
Yacht Club to double Cape Cod and visit Mar- 
bleheadl.

IS THERE ADVANTAGE IN FOREIGN 


TRADE? 
ae 

We have seen that persons engaged in dif- 
ferent ocoupations gain by exchanging their 
products. Eaeh can do his own work best, and 
produce more in value by devoting himself to 
that alone, and by exchanging with ethers he 
gots more of what he wants in return for his 
labor. We have also seen that communities 
whese resources and conditions differ gain by 
trading with each ether. Each produces more 
of certain things than its own people want, and 
by exchanging thesurplus each obtains products 
of the other which its people need, and to better 
advaatage than by trying to preduce them it-- 
self. The resuitis not simply that eaeh com- 
munity obtains the products of the other 
for its own use, but it gets more of 
them than it could by the same labor if it un- 
dertook to proauce them itself. The net result 
is # larger product of labor in both places and a 
larger stock of artieles for general distribution 
and consumption, which means more for each 


roducer as a reward for his share of the labor. 

his is true, not only ef communities that are 
small and near together, but of those that are 
large and far apart, so long as experience shows 
that in spite of the cost of transportation aud 
the expenses of traflic it pays to make the ex- 
change. It willcease to pay to purchase and 
transport articles wanted only when it proves 
to be quite as cheap to make them where they 
are wanted; that is, when just as much of them 
can be obtained by the same amount of labor. 

Is this also true of different countries? Why 
not? We are speaking now solely of industrial: 
results. We understand by this time thas the 
great advantage of a comparatively new ceun- 
try, @ large domain of land with variety of soil 
and climate, ana undeveloped resources of 
natural materials,is that labor applied toits 
Tesources will produce generous results. We 
also understand that the results will be large in 
proportion as the labor is applied according to 
the actual advantages of the country. But the 
peopie will very sperdily produee mvure than 
they can use of the things most easily produced, 
and as population grows they will vary their 
occupations and diversify their products. They 
will advance from raising feod and getting out 
raw materials to manufacturing in the forms 
moet available, and udvance trom oue form ana 
degree to another, but at every step their re- 
sources and the activity to which they are in- 
cited by them will be embarrasaing, because the 
people will constantly be producing more than 
they want. 

But all through this process of developing 
their industries other parts ef the world are 
producing things which they do not produce, 
and have established kinds of manufactures 
which they have not yet reached simpiy be- 
cause it has not become worth while. Why 
should they not have some of these products of 
foreign countries? They can use and enjoy 
them, and they have a surplus of their own 
products and can afford to buy them. The other 
countries are eager enough to take toueir surplus 
and give their own prodacts in exchange. But 
why can the people of whom we are speaking 
sell their products te other countries? Is it net’ 
because, owlrme to their advantazes, they pro- 
-duce them so easily and in such abun:ance that 
they can iurnish them to the foreigners cheaper 
than the foreigners can produce them in their 
Own countries? Not because wages or the cost 
of labor is low, but because labor, as it is ap- 
plied, 1s very productive, 

But in order to sell to foreign countries they 
must of necessity take the products of those 
countries in payment. The foreigners have 
nothing else to pay with, for we have seen that 
money is net an object of production or of trade, 
but only an instrument used in each country to 
promote its own operations. But why should 
we buy the products of the other countries? 
Well, in the first piace because we want to have 
them. They have their uses, and life is. wade 
more enjoyable by having a great variety of 
things that satisfy our wants, which seem to 
have no end. Having decided that we want 
these things, we tind that, like everything else, 
they can be had only in return ferlabor. We 
must either produce them ourselves by our own 
Jabor or we must buy them with the products of 
our labor applied to something else. Which 
shall we do? Naturaily that depends on which 
method we can get the most by. If by apply- 
ing our labor to certain industries for whieh 
our country has special advantages and ex- 
changing our surplus products for the articles 
produced in other countries we can get more of 
those produets than we possibly could by un- 
dertaking to preduce them at home, it is evi- 
dent that by means of the trade we increase the 
reward of our labor and add to our weaith. The 
total sum of our production is increased, the 
total sum of our possesion of articles for use and 
enjoyment is increased, each man’s share as & 
return for his labor is greater, and we are all 
better off. 

Aside, then, from questions of national pol- 
icy, which we have not.come to yet, it appears 
very Diuin that thereis the same ailvantage in 
foreign trade that there is in any otber trade. 
Itis a question of mutual benefit and mutual 
gain; and, as in domestic trade, 1t is the coun- 
try with the largeat natural resources and pro- 
portionately the smallest population, that is, 
the country in which labor is most effective in 
producing, that gets the largest share of benefit 
and adds most rapidly to its wealth.

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ALL ESCAPE WAS CUT OFF 


A WHOLE FAMILY PERISH 
IN A TENEMENT FIRE. 
"HEY LIVED ON THE TOP FLOOR AND 
WHEN THEY WERE AWAKENED IT 
WAS TOO LATE—NO FIRE ESCAPES. 


An entire family, consisting of four per- 
aons, was wiped out of existence yesterday by 
a fire which broke out early in the morning in 
the basement of the tenement house in which 
the family occupied the top floor. Six other 
families occupied the house, but ali except one 
person escaped without injury. ‘It was evident 
that in the excitement and confusion attendant 
upon the discovery of the fire the unfortunate 
family on the top floor was forgotten and were 
awakened too late to make their escape. ? 

The house in which the fire occurred is a 
three-story and basement structure on the 
southeast corner of Avenue A and Fifty-sixth- 
street. From the basement there extended an 
air and light spaft clear to the roof, with two 
openings on each floor to give air and light to 
the families on the south side of the tenement. 
Gustave Berg, aged 45; his wife Laura, aged 36; 
their daughter Lizzie, aged 12, and Mrs. Lena 
Krause, Mrs. Berg’s mother, 56 years old, were 
the persons who perished in the flames, The 
apartments they occupied consisted of four 
ruoms—a sitting room in front, then two bed- 
rooms connecting, and a kitchen in the rear. 

The tire was discovered a few minutes after 4 
o'clock in the morning by the driver of an ash 
cart, who suw flames coming out vf the windows 
ofthe tup floor on the south side of the heuse. 
The driver sent out an alarm, and returred and, 
assistoi by some of the residents of the neizn- 
borheod, roused the inmates uf the house. csev- 
eral policemen and a force of workwen fron 
the brewery at Fifty-seventh-street ani Avenue 
A gathered about the soene and heiped the fly- 
ing teuants from the house. There are no fire 
escapes on the front of the building, and the 
only fire escape in the réar is on the third floor, 
takiug in one window of each of the two suites 
of apartments on that fluor. From the plat- 
form of this fire escape there is a drop ot avout 
12 feet to the roof of astable in the rear. The 
iren ladder which should reach te the roof of 
the stable was missing yesterday. 

When Mra. Lector, who lived on the firat 
floor, was awakened by the shouts in the street, 
she found the flames rearing in the basement on 
the suuth side o! the house and her rovma filling 
With smoke. Sbe managed to srouse her chil- 
dren and pass them out through the rear win- 
cows into the yard and then followed herself. 
She was none too soon, for ss she was crawiiny 
out of the window a gust of flames fe!lowed her, 
set fire to ber night clothes, and burned her 
limbs. All the other tenants except the one 
upfortunate family escaped without injury. 

Engive No. 8 arrived at the buildiag within 
four minutes after the aiarm. Forewan Welsh 
Yound the interior of the tenement abiaze from 
cellar to roof, His first question was whether 
all the oceupants had escaped, and he was as- 
sured that ali had left the building. Then the 
firemen devoted their energies te extinguishing 
the tire. A second aarm was sounded and it 
wasan hour before the tire was out. Then 
Foreman Weisb and a number of his men 
asceuded to the reof to “ wash down.” The 
stairway between the second und third floor 
bad been burned away, and they made their 
way into the buildiag by the roof. When they 
entere:i the apartmeuts occupied by the Bergs 
the firemen stumbled over the burned and 
blackened bodies of its unfortunate Members, In 
the bearoum immediately adjoining the kitchen 
they found the body or Lizzre Berg, the daugh- 
ter, in a half recumbent pvusition on the fleor 
with her hands resting onthe bed. Her arms 
and less were terribly vurued. The girl nad 
evidentiy gotten out of bed and had endeavored 
to leave the room, but aa fallen, overcome by 
the smoke. Her grandmother was iying 1m bed. 
She had evidently been suffuvated while asleep, 
and ber body was burned after death. In the 
next bedroum, toward the front of the house, 
was found the body of Mrs. Berg. She was 
lying on the floor between the head of the bed 
and the wail of the partition dividing the bed- 
room from the sitting room. Lying on his face 
on the floor of the front room, within two feet 
of the window, Berg was fuund. His body wae 
horribly burned, his ieatures being unrecogniz 
abie. He had evidentiy been overcome by the 
amoke while making his way to the window. 
The bodies were lowered in a life net tv the 
street as they were found and were removed to 
the Morgue. 

Berg was the Superintendent of the Felsen- 
keller, a German beer garden at the foot of 
Fifty-seventh-street. He did not return home 
until nearly 3 o’clock yesterday morning, and 
intended leaving with his family yesterday on 
a two weeks’ vueation. 

‘The damage to the building is estimated at 
$3,000, and it is insured for $8,000 in the 
Greenwich Company. The loss of the tensats 
will probably reach $4,000, and only two uf the 
families were insured. From an examina- 
tion of the premises it was 
that the tire had _ started in one 
of the wood bine in the basement. Its origin 
will probably never be discovered. Thence the 
flames ascended up the stuirwav and the light 
shaft to theioof, Through the openings in the 
shaft the fire and smoke made their way into 
the bedrooms, the shaft acting like a farnace 
flue, drawing the flame amd smoke upward, 
From the progress the tire had maite when dis- 
covered it is apparent that it had been burning 
for some time. An investigation as to the origin 
of ube fire will be made by Fire Marshal Frank.

THAT PARDON MILL. 

Some damaging testimony was brought 
eut yesterday against Prisou Keeper Dugan of 
Jefferson Market during the examination inte 
the charge that he had forged the signature of 
Police Justice J. Henry Ford to papers discharg- 
ing from custody a girl who was committed for 
five months on July 25. Jeseph Hoff of 610 
East Ninth-street and Louisa Belle of 91 West 
Houston-street testified that they received notes 
from one John Reilly offering to get the woman 


discharged for $20. Reilly took the stand and 
stated he had received the proposition frum a 
man named McEntee, between whom and Louisa 
Belle he acted as an intermediary. Mekntee, be 
said, went to Dugan and got the discharge 
paper, which the witness identified as one made 
out by McEntee and signed by Dugan in Justice 
Ford’s name. At this point Justiees Power and 
Ford adjourned the bearing to this morning. 

A clash has eccurred between the Commis- 
sioners of Charities and Correction and the 
police magistrates as a resuit of the order of the 
Commissioners to keepers of county and city 
— not to release prisoners on orders of 

olice Justices, unless such orders are counter- 
signed by one of the Comuoissieners. The aetion 
ot the Commissioners was due to the fact that 
many prisoners have been released from Black- 
well’s island and other institutions om forged 
orders. Formerly it has been the custom to 
henor Police Justices’ orders without reference 
te the Commissioners, aituough such reference 
is provided tor by law. Justice Welde is 
the firat of the magistrates to resent the 
order of the Commisésiouers. An order for the 
discharge of a prisoner, signed by hiw, was net 
lhionored on onday, and Justice Welde got 
around the case by ordering that the prisoner 
be brought before Lim for re-examination, when 
he discharged him. In another ease Justice 
Weide ordered a prisoner released vn bail, and 
the offender was then discharged. Justice 
Welde is indigmant over what he calls the 
usurpation ef authority by the Commissieners, 
and says that the issue is one that will have to 
be settled between the Commissioners and the 
Police Department 





ARRAIGNED FOR OURB TRADING.

MAYOR HEWITT SIGNS THE RECENT 
ORDINANCE—THE LEVY INQUEST. 

The Mayor yesterday decided to sign the 
ordinance by which the Twenty-third-Street 
Railroaa Company is required to supply its bob- 
tail oars with conductors, but wishing to give 
the company ample notice he wrote its Presi- 
dent, Arthur Leary, a letter, in which he said 
he would sign the ordinance some time prior to 
the next meeting of the Board of Aldermen, 
which wili be held Aug. 28, and then he proceeds: 
“T shall, however, deler the actual signature to 
the. resolution, in order to give you time to 


make the change, inasmuch as it is not reason- 
able te expect you to do so within 10 days. But 
Ido request that you take energetic steps to 
comply with the resolution.of the board and the 
general demand of public opinion, which cer- 
tainly exMresses itself in favor of the substitu- 
tion of properly conducted ears on all the lines 
of the city railways whose revenues will admit 
of the change. There is no devbt that your com- 
pany holds a profitable franchise ond cau well 
afford to provide the accommodatiens which the 
public convenience and public safety requires.” 

Coroner Messemer in the merning continued 
his inquest into the cause of the death of old 
Mrs. Sophia Levy, who was run over and 
killed by a bdobtail car of the same road 
on July 10. Thomas 5B. O'Neil, deputy 
clerk of the Railroad Commission, upon be- 
ing called to the stand gave evidence ar to 
the accidents and earnings of the road during 
1884, 1885, 1886, ana 1887. The capital stock 
of the railroad company, he said, is $600,000, 
andthe readbed eost $445,145 29, or $178,- 
058 11 per mile—several times as much as the 
Broadway Railroad has cost. The buildings 
and tixtures cost $239,969 01, and the franchise 
$150,000. The equipment the statement of the 
company diaced at $182,783 33 tor horses and 
harness aud $154,954 07 for cars. The gross 
earnings were given at $669,926 80, and its 
operating expenses $455.81410. The surplus 
for last year, after paying all expenses, includ- 
ing taxes, interest on bonded debt, and rent of 
leased lines, was $20,704 64, and a 10 per cent. 
dividend was deciared. Tne total surplus up te 
Sept. 30, 1887, was $214,054 33. The operat- 
ing cost was said to be 68 per cent. of the earn- 
ing&. The report of the accidents to life and 
limb on this road shows that in 1884 there were 
2 killed and 7 injured; in 1885 1 was killed and 
12 injured; in 1886, 1 killed and 7 injured, and 
in 1887 13 were injared.

AN IMPRESSIVE AND LARGELY-ATTENDED 
CEREMONY. 

The Catholic Church, with its impressive 
ritual, paid the last fitting tribute to one of its 
most devoted members yesterday morning by 
the celebration in the cathedral of a solemn 
high mass of requiem for the repose of the soul 
of the late James Lynch. Previous.to this serv- 
ice the many friends of the deceased were 
given an opportunity of viewing tne body at 
the residence, 148 West Twenty-second-street. 

The celebration in the cathedral at 10:30 
o'clock was largely attended and included many 
prowinent [rish residents of this city, a delega- 
tion trom the St. Vincent de Paul Society, oi 
which Mr. Lynch was President, and repre- 
sentatives from other charitable and benevolent 
organizaiiens with which he was conneete.

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THEY PREFER FOREIGNERS 


HOW AMERIOAN 
GIRLS ARH TREATED. 
MANUFACTURERS IMPORT FILTHY 
EUROPEANS WHO TAKE THE PLACKS. 

OF HIGHER. COST WORKMEN, 


A sad but evidently true story of the 
unfortunate condition of American werking 
girls was told yesterday at the session of the 
Immigration Committee. It was a tale, too, 
whieh the advocates of se-called protection to ; 
American labor may read with interest, reflect 
upon, and dizest with benefit. Itshows that 
such. protection does not protect poor women 
from the exactions of “ protected” manufact- 
urers and contractors. 

The first witness was Mary Berg, a pretty 
girl, probably 20 years old. Sho lives, she sald, 
at 849 Second-avenue, and is a flannel shirt 
Maker by trade. For six years she has been em- 
ployed by Herman Stein of East Forty-first- 
street. When she entered Stein’s employ he 
‘had 150 girls in his establishment. At that 
time they were able to earn from $6 to $9 a 


week, only the exports, however, reaching the 
latter figure. 

“Not quitea year ago,” Miss Berg continued, 
“Stein began to emnploy afew men. He at tiret 
engaged four Polish workmen. At the present 
time the factery is run aimostentirely by Hun- 
garians and Poles, Last Winter I heard Mr. 
Stein say to one of the Poles that he wanted 
some more men to work fer him. The latter re- 
plied thatif he were given time be would get 
him plenty of men. Since then the man has 
been bringing in Russians, Hungariaas, and 
Poles. Some of these persous are married and 
do net earn more than $4 a week. They are 
satistied with these wages, but they are robbing 
the girls of their employment.” : 

Hundreds of girls, the witness continued, had 
been thrown out of employmentin this city by 
the competition of foreign male adults. Not- 
withatanding the reduced wages, the shirts 
mate in this factory have not been reduced in 
price to the purchaser. Most of them are made 
under contract, which still further reduces the 
incomes ef the girls. The Hungarians aud Rus- 
sians in the factory, the witness said, were 
fillihy in their habits. The sanitary arrange- 
ments of the factory are very poor, and there 
are no dressing rooms provided for the girls 
still employed there. Some time ago, Miss 
Berg sail, a large belt in the factory 
br ke, and she left because Stein ‘ docked” 
her wages to help pay for the repairs. 
The foreicn workmen did not remain long in 
this country. Generally they saved a little 
money and went back to Europe to spend it, 
their places being tilled: meanwhile by fellow- 
countrymen for whom they had sent. The wit- 
ness knew of one Man who had been bere three 
times. Onthe first visit he saved $2,000 and 
returned to Russia, where he lost it in business. 
Witness could not give the man’s name. The 
price paid for making shirts in 1884 was more 
than 20 per eent. higher than at present. This 
was attributable, she sald, to the importation of 
foreign workmen whe would accept positions at 
less than wus paid American girls. Stein isa 
Bohemian and speaks broken English. 

Chairman Ford thanked Miss Berg for her 
very clear recital, and then called Marion Pres- 
ton. A short, rather stout woman, apparently 
about 32 years old, came from the group of 
women who were all members of the Working- 
women’s Protective Society. She is a cloak and 
suit maker, she said, and has been employed by 
Oppenheimer & Adler, on Broadway, sinee her 
arrival in this country five years ago. Wher 
sho first came bere she could earn $8 a weok, 
but now sbe could scuresly make $3. She at- 
tributed this great decrease in wages to the 
Importation of Russian and Polish Jews. In 
1885 Oppenheimer & Adler bad 80 persons em- 
ployed in the manufacture of cloaks and suits, 
vnd only six of these were mer. At the 
present time two-thirds of the employes are 
Rungarian and Polish men. These men 
take work nearly a third cheaper than 
the American women. Whenever any of the 
women object totbe prices paid, they are told 
that they ean get out if they don’t like it. As 
it is now the women are given very littie to do 
while the men are kept busy. The witness had 
spent four days of this week at work on a cloak 
for which she will reeeive a dollar and a quarter. 
No matter how hard the women work they can- 
not earn more than $3 a week. The men eara 
$4 and $5, and are satistied with what they get. 
Acrustof bread and a giass of water sutiices 
them forlunch, and any old clothes they can pick 
up serve them forraiment. Even by making 
“‘overtime”’ the witness could not earn $5 a 
week, and but for her friends she would starve. 

Mrs. Helen Ankner, the next witness, loeked, 
as she proved herself to be, a very smart wom- 
an. She lives at 67 East Twelfth-street, and is 
engaged in making rubber geods. At one time 
she worked on white goods in various factories, 
merely to investigate as to the prices paid to 
the women, at the instigation of certain news- 
papers. The reducetion in the prices for laber 
on white goods, the witmess sali, began 10 
yeare ago, when women were able to earn $10 
a week. Now, an expert cannot make more 
than $5 in a week. The reduction was caused 
by the pernicious contraet system. The manu- 
facturers give their work to eontracters, who in 
turn distribute it among the tenement heuses on 
starvation terms. Thecontractors are nearly all 
Hungarians, Poles, and Slava. The work is not 
as well dune os formerly, but there is a great 
saving to the manufacturer, whe in the firat 
place avoids the necessity of paying rent for the 
accommodations of workmen. Then he also 
saves the salaries formerly paid to foremen and 
forewomen. The witness had studied the sub- 
ject thoroughly and was satisfied that the im- 
portation of cheap foreign labor was doing in- 
calenlable harm to American working girls. 
Girls are now delighted if they can earn $5 a 
week. The witness had seen these foreign work- 
men 1D their habitation’ and knew how they 
lived. She had known of whole families who 
made a three- pound piece of roast beef last more 
than half a week. 

The Hungarians and Poles, the witness said, 
had no such things as home life or nome in- 
fluences, and their morals are very bad. In 
conciuding her testimony the witness saia the 
situation of affairs could not etherwise than 
lower the standard of morality among Ameri- 
can working girls. 


The next witness, Paul Francois Joseph Glou- 
ton, admitted that he had ceme to this countr 
under contract and in violation of the law, al- 
though he did not know it at the time. He is 
27 years, old, and caine to the United States 
from Troyes, France, in November, 1885, under 
contract to operate silk-knitting machines 
for MacCallum, Constable & Co., Holyoke, Mass, 
-He produced a copy of the contract signed by 
the firm, and stated that his lawyer in Holyoke, 
named Genest, refused te give up the original. 
He believed that Genest was acting in bebalf of 
the firm. The contract was to the effect that 
Glouton was to receive 12f. per day for 
ene year and 14f. for the second year. At the 
end of the first year the firm refused to give 
him the 14f., and Glouton sued them, the decis- 
fon of the court belug that the contract was 
void because it vielateta United States statute. 
Glouten stated that tse 7f. per day that be re- 
ceived in Franee enbled him to live there im 
better cireumstunces than did 12f. here. 

Dr. Cuarlas 8. Hoyt, Secretary of the State 
Board of Charities, which offiee he has filled for 
2U years, was also an interesting witness. He 
gave the committee some suggestive figures. 
It cost this State, he said, $15,000,000 annually 
to support the inmates of almshouses, work- 
houses, and correctional institutions, and about 
$16,000,000 for the maintenance and care of 

risons. The Btate has $60,000,000 invested in 

hese buildings. The foreign-born inmates in 
these institutions outnumbered the natives four 
to one. ln the insane asylums the foreign-born 
outnumbered the natives two to one—that is, 
the fersign population yields twice as many in- 
sane as the native population. In the courts 
convictions against foreign offenders outnumber 
the convictions of natives three to one, and »ut- 
door relief is administered to five foreigners 
against one native. All of the prisons, alms- 
houses, workhouses, and asylums of the State 
are overcrowded. These conditions were due to 
unhealthily-assistea immigration. 

“Do you know ef any well-authenticated 
canes of assisted immigration?” asked Mr. Ford. 

“Of hundreds of them,” replied the witness, 
‘“‘and you will find them in the records of my 
office. Many cities, towns, and societios in 
Europe are actively eugaged in this work. In 
1882 and 1883 a large number of immigrants 
were assisted to this country from Ireland by 
the Poor Law Guardians. Most of them landed 
in Canada and came across the border, as many 
are doing now. The Tukes Emigration Aid So- 
ciety, of which the Duchess of Sutherland is an 
active momber, bas helped many to ceme here. 
The asylums on the uorthern border of this 
State are full of these immigrants who have 
found shelter there 48 hours after landing.” 

The witnesa thought it ceuld be proved that 
the Canadian authorities had a hand in shipping 
these people over the border into the United 
States. The cantons of Switzerland ship their 
criminals and feeble-minded population to this 
eountry, and many of a similar class are shipped 
here by towns in Germany which contribute a 
fund for the pu 2. 6 witness knew of 
eases of assisted {mmigrants from Italy, Poland 
Austria, Russia, and France, also, and had had 
one case from Quebec. Asaremedy the wit- 
ness would recommend a more stringent law, 
severe penalties fer its violation, and the em- 

loyment of officers who will enforce it, The 
Ranadian and Mexican borders shoulda be 
peliced, and the ports more carefully watched.

OBRIEN MAKES A THREAT. 


A BIG LAWSUIT IF THE EXTRAS ARE 
NOT ALLOWED. j 

All the new Agueduct Commissioners 
were present at yesterday’s meeting but Gen. 
Newton. John J.. Tucker had beon sworn in by 
Mayor Hewitt early in the day. 

Ohief Engineer Church reported that but 33 
feet of unexcavated tunnel remained to be done 
in Shaft 25 North. This 33 feet will not be ex- 
cavated until after the additional sinking of 
Shaft24. The report further said: 

“Practically the entire tunnel and all the open 
cuts are completed with the exception of a few 
short stretches of bench in some of the headings, 
which will be blasted out as rock from them is re- 
auired for tunnel backing masonry. Only about 1\ 
miles of side walls, 149 miles of roof arch, and 6% 
miles of invert remain to be finished, when the en- 
tire masonry of the aqueduct will be completed. 

“In addition to the regular work of masonry lin- 
ing repairs of defective backing masonry are in 
progress on nearly all the sections and requiring 
careful inspection; therefore in place of reducing 
the number at present about 20 additional inspect- 
ors are now required, making a total of in- 
speciors for eight-hour shifts. As these repairs are 
completed, ti by tion, the inspectors and 
some other memvers of the force can be reduced. IL 
am making a careful analysis of the force to report 
further at the earliest moment in regard to a possi- 
ble reduction, and therefore can o report prog- 
ress to-day.” 


Mayor Hewitt reported that complaiat had 
been made to him that Rodgers, Shanley & Co., 
the successors to John Brunton & Co., con- 


tractors on Sections 13 and 14, had been paying 
the wages of their men with tickets for groceries 
and provisions on their store,and when the 
workmen demanded money upon the tickets 
they were compelled to submit to a shave of 30 
percent. The Secretary said he had demanded 
an explanation from the contractors, and was 
awaiting it. 

The following reselution, offered by Commis- 
sioner Howe, was adepted: 

Resolved, That all contract estimates now await- 
ing action by this board be referred te the Finance 
Coumittee, with instructions to said committee to 
examine the same, ani also to ascertain whether 
the cross section line limiting tunnel excavation to 
be paid tor by the city, has been determined by the 
chief engineer, in conformity with the require- 
ments of the contracts, and what extra or additional 
tunnel excavation may have been mate in pursu- 
ance of orders given by the chief engineer therefor, 
the extent of such additional or extra excavation, 
the purposes for which the same may have been 
ordered, the dates when said orders may have been 
given, and whether such excavations were made 
prior to or subsequent to the giving of such orders, 
and that said committee report upon the above mat- 
ters to this board, with such recommendations as in 
their judgment may seem proper. ‘ 

This involves the entire question of compensa- 
tion for extra excavation, rubble masonry and 
filling, an amount estimated by the claimants at 
about $3,000,000, or 20 per cent. more than 
their contract prices. Engineer Church said he 
had always held the contractors to the strict let- 
ter of their contracts, and they were not legally 
entitled to extra compensation. Contractor 
O'Brien contended that they were entitled to 
the extra pay, and declared that the great work 
would endin one of the biggest lawsuits ever 
seep, unless the Commissioners would agree to 
seme acceptable compromise,

BLAINE HITHER. 

THE 8,000 EXPECTED VOYAGERS ON 
THE ROBERT GARRETT DWINDLED 
TO A WRETCHED 200, 

A plain blue ticket with the insignia of 
the Republican League of the United States and 
the name of James P. Foster printed thereon 
admitted those who wished to ge on board the 
new big ferryboat Robert Garrett yesterday 
morning for the purpose of joining in the recep- 
tion to James G. Blaine. Each tieket was pur- 
ohased for the modest sum of $2. Onthe back 
of the ticket was the stamp of Talmadge & Mar- 
tin, stationers, 64 Broad-street. It was be- 
lieved that vast quantities ef these blue tickets 
would be sold and that ostensibly the Republican 
League would be largely enriched as to 1ts treas- 
ury. The Garrett has a carrying capacity 
of over 3,000 persons, and that the boat would 
be jammed was the belief of Talmadge & 
Martin, as well as of “Al” Daggett, who had 
an interest in the affair. So certain were these 
Managers that the excursion would be a grand 
success that a band of 40 pieces was engaged. 
The privilege of furnishing stuff of a liquid 


nature, cheese saniiwiches, aud dyspeptic pies 
was sold to acaterer whe shared the sanguine 
Opinion as te the provable success of the affair. 

he Garrett was nighly polished up for the 
trip ana a@ large foree ef deck hands was as- 
signed to it in order that the great crowd micht 
be handled properly. Special attention was 


‘given to the comfort of ladies, who, it was ex- 


ected, would flock in great numbers to the 

Oat to shake flag handkerchiefs at the greatest 
living statesman as he appeared on the deck of 
the new vessel, Several clerks were hired to 
sell the tickets in the rush at the dock at the 
foot of Whitenall-street, from which the boat 
was advertised to leave. 

The hour for the boat to leave was 11 o’olock, 
and as the Garrett ran in her slip to take up her 
load considerable surprise was manifested at 
the smaliness of the crowd at the gate. The 
managers tried to keep up cheerful counte- 
nances by remarking that they would come 
later. So the boat waited and waited till 2 o’clock 
arrived. It was then decided to drop down the 
Bay, though the City of New-York had not 
been reported. The great crowd, which had in- 
creased at that hour from 150 to 200 persona, 
scattered itself over the boat, and its members 
looked like a few pumpkins in a ten-acre lot. 
The bage that the clerks had brought in which 
to put away the blue tickets were not unfolded, 
and all the tickets received could easily havo 
been held in one hand. Those tickets taken for 
the most part had further decoration in the 
word “complimentary” written in red ink over 
the surface. The ticket takers were sad and the 
sellers at the slip were crestfallen. The price 
during the last two hours was reduced to $1, 
and afew persons went aboard at that price. 
“Al” Daggett, who had been down early to see 
the patriotic Republicans aboard, went back to 
Talenadge & Martin's office in a thougntfal 
mood, wondering what had become of the ad- 
mirers of the Piumed Knight, and grew gloomy 
over the amount he would be out of pocket. 

The 200 on board had just begun te get hun- 
gry and thirsty when the Garrett started out. 
A bigtow from the Hudson delayed her a bit 
when she decided to start. When it was out of 
the way Capt. Kohler jingled his bell merrily, a 
deep blast resounded from the whistle, and the 
select 200 of Blaine’s admirers, including sun- 
dry newspaper men on business, settled them- 
selves for a pleasant sail with a whole ferry- 
boat to themselves. But way up the East River 
a wivked-looking tug had been quietly floating 
down, bobbing ita head up occasionally like a 
miniature sea serpent and diving down beneath 
the surface. Now, this tug had steered clear 
of all the craft and excursion boats on 
the fiver, but she got down to the Battery 
just as the Garrett was starting out so ma- 
jestieally. It stuck up its head and ran its nose 
in one of the bucke.s of the Garrett's paddle- 
wheels. It was *‘ Blaine or Bust,” and the latter 
won. The bueket was broken and it became 
wedged into the paddiebox. A great noise was 
made by the accident, and the gallant 200 
rushed vut to see what was the matter. Fort 
unately, the aceident was at the start, as the 
Garrett had not reached midstream. Capt. 
Kobler signaled a couple of tugs, and an igno- 
minious return was made to the alip. 

Naturally enough, those who had paid for 
their tickets were anxious to know what was to 
be done, and when they began to make inquiries 
for the people in charge of the excursion, they 
were surprised to find that there was no one 
about. x-Assemblyman D. W. Talmadge had 
disappeared. The ticket taker was absent. Mr. 
Martin bad gene. 

“Iv’s Blaine luck,” cried a passenger. The 
managers of the excursion did not come back, 
and there were not ten people aboard who even 
knew who they were. Finally the Captain was 
app-aled to, and all he could say was, ** Gentile- 
men, my boat is disabled. I can do nothing.” 
He added that the compaazy had nothing te do 
with the excursion, as the boat had been vhar- 
tered. He simply advised the people te ge 
ashore, as he wished to have the Garrett towed 
to Staten Island for repaira. 

Among those on board were a few mombers 
of the Kansas Republican Club, who had come 
@ long way tojoin in huzzas to Mr. Blaine, and 
they did not propose te beso euchered. They 
had paid $2 for their tickets and they wanted 
their money back. Cries for the Oaptain to 
make a speech on the matter were raised and a 
sort of indignation meeting was heldin that 
part of the boat where horses and trucks are 
stationed on the usual trips over the ferry. 
Mounting a box of sarsaparilla and soda, a 
Wosterner, with long hair and deep voice, de- 
nounced the whole affair as an outrage and de- 
manded that the company Bey back his $2. 

General Superintendent Gannon of the Staten 
Isiand Ferries eame on board and said that the 
boat had been chartered, and that the company 
was not responsible. Indeed, there was no 
other boat not in service to be used if the man- 
agers of the excursion wanted to charter it. 
This was the last thing the managers would 
wantif any of them had beenthere. Another 
search for them was futile. The Captain of the 
tng ©. R. Stone came on board and said he 
would go down the Bay and meet Blaine if 60 
persons weuld pay him $l apiece. Enough of 
the Western men were found to make up the 

arty, and the Stone puffed away with a load. 

ut these also joined in the ery that they must 
have their money back. Others refused te leave 
the Garrett until they had received their $2, 
and more speeches were made. Some one 
started the ory, ‘‘Blaine, Blaine, James G. 
Blaine,” but he Was pounced upon. The little 
erow«d was not in a cheering mood, 

A plan was finally submitted to the General 
Superintendent, which he agreed to. Of course 
he wae net responsible for the tickets or the re- 
funding of the money, and his part had only 
been to furnish the boat when the charter was 
made. In order to establish the good faith of 
the company, aud, indeed, it was the only thing 
to do te get the people off the boat, he gave out 
checks as the people came off the boat. These 
checks were to be taken to Talmaage & Mar- 
tin asa voucher that the people were on the 
boat. The people then went ashore and the 
Garrett was towed to Staten Island. 

The perty on the Stone atarted down the Bay 
and the remainder formed a procession and 
atarted for the office of Talmadge & Martin. 
The procession was sufficiently long to attract 
attention. Several of those who held ecompli- 
mentary tickets obtained ehecks for money. 
When the procession arrived at Talmadge & 
Martin’s office the clerks were much surprised, 
but directed the inguirers to the rear offica 
There Mr. Martin and “Al” Daggett were found 
at a desk facing one another. The checks were 
showered — them and excited persons geas- 
ticulated wildly as they demanded their money 
back.

Martin proposed to wait till they found out who 
were entitled to their money. This made the 
gathering the wilder, and for an hour there 
was & great deal of tala and discussion. It was 
said that some of the ticket sellers had not re- 
turned, and it was not known how many tick- 
ets had been actually sold, Several men made 
aftidavits that they had bought tickets, and 
their addresses were taken.

THEY BLAME THE MAYOR. 


SUBWAY COMMISSIONERS SEEM TO BE 
ON THE WARPATH. 


At yesterday’s meeting of the Subway 
Commissioners it became known during the 
session that the emblems were the gift of Dr. 
Albert Watts of Boston, who is a personal 
friend of Messrs. Hess, Moss, and Gibbens. 
The presents were duly acknowledged by a vote 
of thanks. Commissioner Gibbens wore on the 
back ef his neck a very fair specimen of Job’s 
comforter. A voluminous letter was ordered to 
be sent to C. H. Read & Co. of the Hoffman 
House in reply to their offer to provide 
the necessary funds to remove the poles 
and wires from above ground which 
exist about the hotel In this letter 
it is deplered that the beard has not the power 
to summarily sweep from the streets the poles 
and wires of companies for whom underground 
accommodations have been provided. It is ex- 


plained that the Legislature made it theduty of 
the Commissioner of Public Works to apply and 
carry out one remedial elause of the law, upon 
the order of the Mayor, and had the Mayor of 
the city issued euch an order five months ago the 
obnoxious structures would have been removed, 
The failure of the Mayor to perform his part 
and duty under the act has put off the accom- 
plishment of the work contemplated and author- 
ized by the Legislature, and ‘“‘places the Board 
of Electrical Control, as well as the citizens of 
this city, in the unpleasant position of being 
obliged to have constantly before their eyes the 
spectacie of corporations wilfully, maliciously, 
and inexcusably defying and disobeying the 
willof the people and the law of the land.” 

ln reference to the legal questions involved, 
Messrs. Read & Co. are informed that the only 
issue is whether or not the act relating to elec- 
trical conductors in this city shall be carried 
out. The Mayor, the Commissioners say, and a 
few others seem to be of the opinion 
that the way to carry out a law is to 
throw all the obstacles — in the way of 
its enforcement and all the obloquy possible 
upon those who are eadeavoring to exeoute it. 

The letter continues: 

“ As has been many times declared, the best way 
todo a thing is to do it, and no amount of sophistry 
or false logic er criticism of other public officers can 
excuse the evident neglect of daty which has char- 
acterized Abram 8. Hewitt in his relations te the 
electrical companies and the Board of Electrical 
Control. As to the suit which he claims will be the 
panacea for all the woes of the citizens in this mat- 
ter we would say, a8 the President of the board said 
in his letter to the Corporation Counsel, that, while 
we believe the city has good ground for such an ac- 
tion, it does pot seem the proper way to proceed, in 
view of the remedy provided by statute. To apply 
the statutory remedy weuld be the work of but a 
pars To decide a suit brought to obtain an equit- 
able relief in a case where constitutional objections 
can be raised is a matter which might, and prob- 
ably will, be prolonged for years without result.” 

Gen. John Newton of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works transmitted a communication in 
which he defined the course of his department 
concerning the removal of dead wires and un- 
used devices. Hedeelared that he had been 
advised by the Corperation Counsel that his 
department should collect the beat evidence in 
its power cenc--rning these and act upon it, and 
if the evidenee was not satisfactory he should 
refuse to remove the wires. He called the at- 
tention of the board to the fact that its netices 
of dead poles and wires had not been sent to 
him, but to the Bureau of Incumbrances, which 
was not sutiicient te attract his attention to 
them. After obtaining informatien that such 
notices han been sent, the General continues, 
he instructed the Superintendert of Incum- 
brances to proceed as usual, but valuable time 
had been lost because of this informality. The 
letter was laid on the table. 

President Hess was appointed a committee to 
confer with the heads of the Fire and Police De- 
partments in regard to burying the wires. It 
was resolvea to ask the Board of Aldermer to 
pass an ordinance requiring a wore effective 
method ef insulation and a better system of 
electric light conductors. A notice was ordered 
sent to all electrical companies to report dead 
wires discovered, 





TEMPERANOHZ FIGHT IN BELVIDERE. 

BELVIDERE, N. J., Aug. 8,—At a conven- 
tion of temperance workers held here yesterday 
measures were taken to carry Warren County 
for “‘ne license.” This is ene of the strongest 
temperance counties in the State, and is the 
first of the four counties holding elections un- 
der the new law. The convention yesterday 
was largely composed of clergymen. Some of 
the delegates of the Democratic persuasion were 
at first fearful that the whole affair was a trap 
set by the Republicans to capture votes for 
Harrison, but after a free diseussion it was re- 
solved to drep all party discussion until after 


the election and ail hands unite in organizing 
the Local Option Party, to which eternal loyalty 
was sworn. Resolutions were adopted calling 
ou the wemen to.gidin the work. Several dele- 
gates declared themselves as opposed to * hav- 
ing women ruraning around after votes,” but the 
motion went throagh by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. A general committee of six was ap- 
pointed to supervise the eanvass, while a 
supplementary committee of five in each town- 
ship, composed of three men and two women, 
is te aid in the work.
